He said that he has been 
reassured by German officials that they 
remain committed to deploying medium- 
range U.S. unclear missiles on their soil 
beginning in 1983. Haig will report to .Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan on his trip sometime this 
week, said State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer. 

Haig told reporters in a wide-ranging dis¬ 
cussion on his Washington-bound flight from 
West Germany that administration officials 
“ intend to have this thing (the AWACS deal) 
go through'' and suggested U.S. policy 
toward Israel — vehemently against the sale 
— would be altered if Congress prohibits it. 

The Secretary of State warned of “serious 
consequences on our policies and objectives 
in the Middle East.” He declined to specify 
what consequences. 

Defeat of the proposed sale by the pro- 
Israeli Lobby in Congress would be a “major 
setback” for what the United States was try¬ 
ing to accomplish in the Middle East, Haig 
said. 

Haig, who conferred with Crown Prince 
Fahd, in Spain during his trip, revealed that 
the prince's expected trip to the United States 
later this year might be canceled. He claimed 
Prince Fahd did not link his trip to delivery of 
the five Airborne Warning and Control Sys¬ 
tem (AWACS) planes. 

Baker on Monday challenged a Senate 
opponent's claim of 51 votes against the 
proposed sale. He said he doubts opponents 
even have the 44 co-sponsors they claim on a 
veto resolution against the sale, saying some 
of those have changed their minds. 

Senate Democratic whip Alan Cranston of 
California said Sunday that “we presently 
have 51 votes against.” which would be the 
majority needed to veto the rale. Cranston 
added that President Reagan will fight “very, 
very hard” to win the sale and “he may be 
able to tip the balance the other way.” Crans¬ 
ton was interviewed on ABCs “Issues and 
Answers.” 

Bui Baker said Monday: “They don t have 
51 — not according to my count.” Baker 
'.'refused to say what his count is. but said it is 
based on contact with all 100 Senators. 

Coalition defeats 
Norway’s Labor 

OSLO, Sept. 15 (AP) — A coalition of 
conservative parties defeated the Labor-led 
coalition of Prime Minister Gro Harlem 
Brundtland in parliamentary elections Mon¬ 
day, ending eight years of Socialist govern¬ 
ment. 

Kaare Willoch, the Conservative Party 
leader expected to be prime minister in the 
new government, said negotiations would 
begin Wednesday with leaders of the Christ¬ 
ian Democratic Party and the Center Party. 

“Our prime goal is to form a three-party 
coalition by OcL 12,” Willoch said. “If neces¬ 
sary the Conservative party is prepared to 
rule along with their parliamentary support." 

The issue that could prevent a three-party 
. coalition is abortion. The Christian Democ¬ 
rats campaigned for restrictions in Norway's 
Liberal abortion law. 

A computer projection for Norwegian 
radio and television, with 96 percent of the 
vote counted early Tuesday, gave the Con¬ 
servatives 53 sears, the Christian Democrats 
15 and tiie Center Party 11. That is a total of 
75 seats in the 155-member Storting — parli¬ 
ament. 

The projection gave the Labor Party' 67 
seats for a loss of nine. The small Socialist 
Left Party, Labors partner in its coalition 
government, was vanning three seats, a gain 
of one. 

Two other noo-Sodalist parries won the 
remaining six seats — ’_ien for the Liberals 
and four for the Party Progress. Both said 
they would support a conservative-led coali¬ 
tion government. The national turnout was 
between 77 and 78 percent—a drop from the 
82.9 per cent for the general national elec¬ 
tions in 1977. 

Brundtland, Norway's first woman prime 
minister, said, “I don’t see this as a defeat 
We’ve increased our support since the munic¬ 
ipal elections in 1979.” 

Labor* s-defeat was dose, however, to what 
the polls had predicted for several months. 
“We’U follow our party program whether 
we’re in government position or in opposi¬ 
tion;” the prime minister said.

Sanaa studies joining GCC

MANAMA. Bahrain. Sept. 15 — North 
Yemen and the Gulf Cooperation Council 
are holding high-level talks aimed at poss¬ 
ible admission of the Sanaa government 
into the six-member state organization, 
information sources said Tuesday. 

The sources rold Arab News that officials 
of the two sides have been holding “secret 
and serious negotiations” in the last few 
weeks to pave The way for North Yemen's 
membership. 

The Gulf Cooperation Council, which 
was established in February, comprises 
Saudi Arabia. Kuwait. Qatar, the United 
Arab Emirates. Bahrain and the Sultanate 
of Oman. 

According to these sources the proposed 
admission of North Yemen was sponsored 
by Oman whose army had put down a rebel¬ 
lion in the Dhofar province supported by 
the Marxist South Yemen regime. The 
sources added that the proposal was “wel¬ 


comed” by most other GCC member states. 
The United Arab Emirates, however, has 
made reservations on tbe admission, 
according to these sources. 

Relations between North and South 
Yemen reached their lowest ebb in the 
wake of the tripartite agreement signed in 
Aden two weeks ago by South Yemen, 
Libya and Marxist Ethiopia. 

The sources said the Sanaa government 
considered the Aden alliance “a serious 
threat” to the Arabian peninsula. South 
Yemen's President Ali Nasser Muhammad 
flew unexpectedly into Taiz. the twin cap¬ 
ital of North Yemen to meet President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh, but the sources claimed 
that the meeting failed to soothe North 
Yemen s fears over the pro-Soviet alliance. 

The sources said tbe Taiz talks focused on 
the tripartite alliance and the reported 
intention of North Yemeruto join the Gulf 
Cooperation Council..

In W. German ambush 

U.S. Army chief injured 


HEIDELBERG. Sept. 15 (AP) — Gun¬ 
men ambushed the commander m chief of the 
U.S. Army in Europe Tuesday as he was 
going to work in his car. slightly injuring him 
with a grenade, authorities said. 

Frederick J. Kroesen. a 58-year-old four- 
star general, was treated for cuts from flying 
glass and released from the army hospital 
near his Heidelberg headquarters. The other 
passengers in the car. Kroesen’s wife, his aide 
and the driver, were not injured, the army 
said. “1 don’t know who was responsible, but 
1 know there was a group that declared war 
ou us, and T m beginning to believe them.” 
Kroesen told reporters after the attack. 

He was referring to the outlaw Red Army 
faction, which has issued threats against U.S. 
forces here and claimed responsibility for 
several bombings. The grenade which 
exploded in the rear of Kroesen* s car -was 
reportedly a suspended antitank grenade of 
some kind fired from the hillside along the 
road we were traveling." a two-lane highway 
near the Neckar River. Kroesen said. 

Military police arrived at the scene and 
"dismounted from (their) car with weapons 
drawn." Kroesen said. He said he did not 
know if they returned the fire. 

It was the fourth attack on U.S. govern¬ 
ment personnel in West Germany in two 
weeks. The group Kroesen referred to was 
the Red Army faction — also called the 
Baader-Meinbof Gang — which has issued 
threats against U.S. forces in West Germany 
and claimed responsibility for several bomb¬ 
ings. 

A West German police spokesman said 
two grenades were fired and that a grenade 
launcher apparently was used, demonstrating 
a "new quality" of terrorism. He said it was 
the first use by terrorists in West Germany of 
a military-style weapon. 

The general's wife. Rowene. an aide. Maj. 
Philip E. Ondine. and the driver, a German 
who was not identified — were unhurt, an 
army spokesman said. But the car. which had

On 
Tuesday the Aden government announced 
that it had concluded four agreements with 
Czechoslovakia to foster political and 
commercial relations. In 1979 South 
Yemen signed two agreement for military 
cooperation with the Soviet Union and East 
Germany. 

Cairo expels 
Soviet envoy 

CAIRO. Sept. (AP) — Egypt Tuesday 
expelled the Soviet ambassador to Cairo and 
six Soviet employees of his embassy on 
grounds of ’involvement in instigating and 
escalating' Muslim-Christian strife, the gov¬ 
ernment news agency said. 

The decision, taken by the Egyptian 
cabinet, gave them, including Ambassador 
Vladimir Ployakov, 48 hours to leave Egypt. 
It also affected an indentified seven, includ¬ 
ing an Hungarian diplomat said also to be 
‘involved 1 in religious conflict here. 

The cabinet measures carried by the offi¬ 
cial news agency also ordered the closure of 
the Soviet military liaison bureau in Cairo 
and its counterpart in Moscow, expelled two 
Soviet journalists, terminated the contracts 
of Soviet experts in Egypt, and reduced the 
overall Soviet diplomatic presence to match 
Egypt’s numbers in Moscow. Egyptian Fore¬ 
ign Ministry sources said Egypt had about 10 
diplomats in the Soviet capital. 

It was the fourth reduction of tbe Soviet 
presence in.Egypt in the past five years and 
came short of a total break in relations with 
the Kremlin, Egypt* s leading protector dur¬ 
ing the rule of the late President Gatnal 
Abdul Nasser. 

The report said the cabinet, after studying 
relevant files on the Soviet 'movements' in 
Egypt, noted that they were ‘engaged in 
recruiting agents in Egypt. Exploiting religi¬ 
ous strife. Snd influencing the spread and 
escalation of the sectarian conflict.* It also 
said they ‘coordinated with local leftist ele¬ 
ments in Egypt, and with Arab countries 
opposed to Egypt’s peace moves with Israel 
to mount publicity campaigns defaming the 
regime's agreements.

TAIF.Sept. 15 (SPA) — Interior Minister

DHAHRAN, Sept. 15 (SPA) — With 
an eye on using solar energy for agricul¬ 
tural projects and other installations, the 
University of Petroleum and Minerals of 
Dhahran has recently completed studies 
on measuring sun rays in the region. 

"The studies, carried out by UP M’s 
Research Institute, also covered atmos¬ 
pheric changes and their effect on sun 
rays.'The institute is currently in charge of 
the Kingdom's solar energy program and 
had undertaken several theoretical and 
practical studies on solar power. 

Dr. Abdullah Al-Dabbagh. the insti¬ 
tute's director, said Tuesday that a 
number of scientists from the institute are 
engaged presently in detecting results in 
various experiments on salt lakes in the 
area. The experiments aim at using 


swamps for producing heat energy which 
would be utilized in treating saline water 
and cooling houses. 

Dabbagb said that results of the 
experimental research on salt lakes indi¬ 
cate that the institute’s studies are among 
the poineer research works in the world in 
this field. The application of the salt lakes 
system is suitable for the Eastern Pro¬ 
vince's cities, he added. 

In another development, solar energy 
will be used to beat the water of the resi¬ 
dential area for officials of the Royal 
Commission for Jubail and Yanby and 
workers attached to the project in the 
industrial zone. Al Medina reported Tues¬ 
day. More than 3.560 housing units are 
planned here.

CAIRO, Sept. 15 (Agencies) —President 
Anwar Sadat said Monday bis cabinet would 
announce Oct. 1 “qew disciplinary regula¬ 
tions*' to govern all aspects of Egyptian life 
and prevent “distortion” of religious teach¬ 
ings. 

In a two-and-a-half hour speech, Sadat 
also alleged the Soviet Union was “involved 
head-on” in religious strife in Egypt. He said 
12 of the 1,536 religious figures, political 
opponents and common cr iminals arrested 
earlier this month were Soviet inspired. “To 
try afhd distort Islam or Christianity, or lack of 
discipline iu any way or form, in the streets, in 
the political parties, in the university, in the 
factories, in ttys public sector— I shall have 
no mercy, this shall not be tolerated,” said the 
president in the pre-recorded speech. 

He did not say what the new regulations 
would be. It was unclear how they might dif¬ 
fer from the “Law of Shame,” which broadly 
defines ethics in public life and proves harsh 
penalties for violators. The president lumped 
his opponents — the persons arrested into 
three categories — all of whom he said tried 
to incite Muslim-Christian strife, those who 
seek to destroy democracy and those who 
tried to defame his regime abroad. 

The president bitterly attacked Muham¬ 
mad Hassanein Heykal. the internationally 
known journalist who was among those 
arrested, for alleged attempts to give the 
impression abroad that Egypt was unstable 
and for criticizing the U.S.-sponsored 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. “Anyone 
'attacking his country or defaming his country 
or distorting the image of Egypt abroad— for 
me all those are treason,” said Sadat. “This 
should be a tradition, and all should respect 
it It is so among politicians abroad, for 
instance England. Why is it not the same for 
Egyptians.” 

He accused Heykal of spending three- 
quarters of his time abroad and of making 
millions of dollars for attacking “freedom 
and democracy 1 ' in Egypt He thanked Egyp¬ 
tian voters for approving the measures by a

Sadat said the Soviet Union's involvement 
in Egypt’s internal politics was discovered 
last year when two Soviet journalists were 
deported on spy charges. He said documents 
obtained from the reporters showed they 
wanted to instigate strife. 

He called opposition groups whom “he 
said were armed with knives, of trying to 
takeover Egypt and “imitate (Ayatollah 
K borne inf’ through inciting terrorism on 
university campuses.

Sadat aiso took issue with what he said was a 
petition from the Socialist Party of French 
President Francois Mitterrand condemning 
the arrests. He compared one of those 
arrested, Fouad Seraggedine, a prominent 
politician under the late Egyptian King 
Farouk, to King Louis the sixteenth of 
France, and asked rhetorically if Frenchmert 
could ever accept the return of their Louis. 

Early editions of the Cairo press Tuesday 
said Egyptian security foiled a Soviet plot to” 
spark the flames of sectarian strife." It was 
not clear from the reports whether it was 
related to the incident Sadat mentioned in his 
speech. 

But the reports said two Soviet diplomats, 
one of whom was still working in Cairo “are 
KGB agents ” It identified them as First Sec¬ 
retary Anatoly Pismeonyi, who arrived here 
in June 1979, and Third Secretary Anatoly 
Babotin who left Cairo in November 1980. 

The reports said the two were “ uncovered” 
thanks to the cooperation of a professor. Risk 
Morcos 47, who teaches healthcare in 
engineering at Alexandria University. The 
report said KGB agents had contacted Mor¬ 
cos when he was in the Soviet Union studying 
for a doctorate degree in 1971, and again 
when he came to Cairo in December 1979. 

U.K. group to probe

AMMAN, Sept 15 (AP) — A delegation 
from the British Council of Churches pre¬ 
pared Monday to launch an investigation into 
reports Israeli occupiers of Jerusalem, have 
allowed Islamic shrines there to fall into min, 
official sources said. 

The group from Britain met Jordanian 
religious affairs officials who showed the vis¬ 
itors documents and photographs that the 
sources said showed Israeli excavators are 
digging beneath Islamic holy spots.

KHARTOUM, Sept. 15 (AP) — Fighters 
loyal to former Defense Minis ter Hissene 
Habre Monday captured the town of Adre in 
eastern Chad, in what appeared to be the first 
significant battle against Libyanbacked 
troops loyal to the regime, eyewitnesses 
reported. 

The Sudan news agency, quoting unnamed 
persons on the battlefield 33 hns west of the 
Sudanese border town of Geneina, said the 
fighters also downed a Libyan helicopter in 
the fight for the town this weekend. Libya 
intervened in Chad in December and still 
maintains between 12,000 to 15,000 troops. 
Its forces back those of President Goukouni 
Oueddei and those of his foreign minister 
Ahmad AcyL 

The Sudanese news agency report said 
Habre troops captured Adre from Acyl 
forces killing 62 troops, injuring 28 and cap¬ 
turing 24 men. It did not specify whether any 
were Libyans. Adre would be the first town to 
Habre forces since the defense minister and 
his men took to the bush in late December 
when the Libyan interverntion forced them 
to give up th e Chadian capital N'djamena. 

In the past two weeks, reports from Sudan 
have indicated the fighters are trying to cap¬ 
ture more towns wi thin the area. A com¬ 
munique this weekend said a total of 240 
troops, including 25 Libyans,, were killed 
from tiie Acyl side during battles for two 
cities, Iriba, 120 kms northewst of the Sudan¬ 
ese border, and Guereda, 80 kms from the 
Sudanese border town of Kolbus 

The Sudanese news agency report said that 
in the fighting for Adre, Habre troops seized 
a wireless set, light guns, eight vehicles, 
including two trucks and a number of jeeps 
and other vehicles used in the mountainous 


As demonstrations break out 

Call-up order modified 
by Afghan government 


ISLAMABAD, Sept. 15 (Agencies) — 
Afghan authorities have modified a sweeping 
call-up order for young former soldiers after 
demonstrations against the move, diplomatic 
' sources in Islamabad said Tuesday. 

The sources said a Radio Kabul 
announcement at the beginning of this month 
calling up ex-soldiers under the age of 35 
made no mention of exemptions, last week, 
however, the government-controlled news¬ 
paper, The Kabul New Times, reported that 
teachers, lecturers, students, bus drivers and 
other drivers employed by the government 
were exempt 

The sources said the newspaper reported 
the exemptions several days after demonstra¬ 
tions broke out in Kabul on Sept 7 against 
the latest move to bolster the dwindling 
Afghan army. Latest reports of the demonst¬ 
rations said two gzd students were killed in 
one protest at a girls’ school when police 
opened fire to disperse the gathering. The 
sources said demonstrations continued at 
least until Saturday when some shopkeepers 
staged a one-day strike in the capital 

The shopkeepers were responding to calls 
in pamphlets distributed secretly in the capi¬ 
tal urgmg residents to take part in a one-day 
strike Sept 12 against the call-up. The 
sources said youth mfliriaj acting on the 
orders of Afghan authorities broke down 
doors of shops whose owners obeyed the 
strike call. 

Trucks toured the capital broadcasting 
loud speaker warnings that if shopkeepers 
did not open, their goods would be thrown on 
to the footpath and passersby allowed to help 
themselves. The sources said the exemptions 
in the call-up were made to allow Afghanis¬ 
tan's “normal socio-economic” life to con¬ 


tinue. 

Afghan authorities have announced a 
series of stringent call-up measures this year 
to replace troops lost in battle or others who 
have defected to rebel groups Western dip¬ 
lomats have said the Afghan army had dwin¬ 
dled to about30,000 men from about 80,000 
when Soviet troops arrived in the country 20 
months ago. 

In New Delhi, the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) quoted the Afghanistan news agency as 
saying Afghanistan had sought the support of 
non aligned countries for its latest proposals 
for reaching a political settlement of the 
Afghan problem. 

The Bakhtar news agency quoted Presi¬ 
dent Babrak Kaxmal as having told a meeting 
of the country’s revolutionary council that 
support from the nonaligned countries would 
have a powerful impact on improving peace 
and security In the region. The Afghan prop¬ 
osals announced Aug. 24 call for trilateral 
talks with Pakistan and Iran to pave the way 
for the withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. The Kabul government had ear¬ 
lier insisted on direct bilateral talks with the 
two countries. 

Meanwhile, the registration of Afghan 
refugees has been suspended in Pakistan's 
Northwestern Frontier Province, which has 
reached the saturation point, the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
reported. According to a broadcast from the 
UNHCR in Islamabad, in certain areas of the 
province the refugee population is now grea¬ 
ter than the native population. 

Refugees must now penetrate deeper into 
Pakistani territory before they can be regis¬ 
tered- to receive Pakistani and international 
aid.

Waldheim to give 
new proposals 
on Cyprus issue 

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 15 (AP) — 
U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim said 
Monday he might find it necessary to present 
new proposals for a settlement of the Cyprus 
problem so as to “sustain the momentum" of 
mtercommunal peace talks. 

The talks between the island's feuding 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot communities 
have entered a “new stage with the submis¬ 
sion of comprehensive proposals encompas¬ 
sing both territorial and constitutional 
aspects,” Waldheim said in his annual report, 
adding: “This development has led to 
renewed hope that the negotiations may now 
enter a more constructive phase. To. take 
advantage of this situation, I and my special 
representative (Hugo Gobbi) may find it 
necessary to make special efforts and present 
some new ideas, as appropriate, to sustain the 
momentum of the negotiating process." 

Waldheim said be hoped that “any such 
moves on ray part will be accepted in the 
spirit in which they are offered, as tools of the 
negotiating process for the purpose of 
facilitating progress toward an agreed solu¬ 
tion. It bears repeating that continued delay 
in this effort only serves to consolidate the 
status quo, which both parties have found to 
be unsatisfactory." 

The island has been divided since the 1974 
Turkish invasion. The mtercommunal talks 
are aimed at restoring some form of govern¬ 
mental unity to Cyprus. The Greek Cypriots 
also are seeking the withdrawal of Turkish 
troops, who continue to occupy 38 percent of 
the island, and have demanded the right of 
182,000 Greek Cypriot refugees to their 
homes in the north.

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FRENCH TERMS! 

Toward the end of this month, Tariq Aziz, deputy 
chairman of Iraq’s Revolutionary Command Coun¬ 
cil, arrives in Paris on an official visit, which is 
expected to include talks on the issue of the nuclear 
center which the Israelis destroyed in their air raid 
on Baghdad two months ago. 

Iraq, it has been noted, is yet officially to ask 
France for a replacement, while the French say they 
will look into the matter only when Iraq makes its 
request. Yet sources from the new French administ¬ 
ration have already said that in the event of Iraq 
raising the subject, France will have to be certain of 
the “peaceful” nature of such a reactor. 

This has raised questions about France’s inten¬ 
tions on the matter, as the previous reactor was 
known to be non-military by both the French who 
supplied it and the International Atomic Energy 
Agency which regularly inspected it. So why is 
France now demanding such assurances? 

It is clear that the new administration has been 
doing its sums regarding its relations to the Arab 
world, and that it has already taken a decision on 
“balancing” its relations with both Iraq and Iran. 
But it is possible that the decision is already being 
regretted, as the events of the last few days demons¬ 
trated how difficult it is to establish any kind of 
rapport with Tehran. 


Choppingwood 
at Camp David 
‘is cheaper*

SANTA BARBARA — 
For what remains of this summer, the govern¬ 
ment of the United States will be directed from a 
two-bedroom log chalet on 3 remote Californian 
mountain top. A homesick Ronald Reagan is back 
at his beloved Rancho del Cielo, ranch of the skies, 
above the wealthy enclave of Santa Barbara. 

It will be the longest presidential absence from 
Washington since the Eisenhower era. 

His triumphant S3 5-billion assault on the Federal 
budget behind him, the 70-year old president, 
accompanied on Air Force One by Nancy Reagan, 
and followed by some 20 White House aides, has 
returned to home ground for a month-long vacation 
to ‘renew his energies at the fount,’ as one adviser 
put it. 

But home on the range—his $1.6- million spread 
overlooking the blue, oil-rigged pacific — is not 
what it used to be. Last February, when the secret 
service began planning elaborate security systems 
at the 688-acre ranch, Reagan threatened to ‘stand 
there with a shotgun and say No Changes'. 

The March 30 assassination attempt cfc jiged his 
mind. More than a million dollars has been spent on 
the latest in security gear and sophisticated equip¬ 
ment for the new White House West. 

Meanwhile, the natives are restless. Reagan is the 
first Los Angeles resident to occupy the oval Office, 
but far from benefiting his home town, that has 
caused the demise of several desperately needed 
transport and public programs. Subway, freeway 
and new national park plans have been scrapped at 
the behest of Budget Director David Stockman and 
Interior Secretary James Watt. Now, Governor 
Jerry Brown is leading a fierce legal fight to block 
the administration's scheme to open up 80 million 
offshore acres of the Pacific to yet more oil drilling. 

Many Californians are thus demanding that 
Reagan, a multi-millionaire, practises the austerity 
he preaches: let him stay in Washington, or pay his 
own way. Each round trip on Air Force One costs 
around $50,000. This is the Reagan^ fourth since 
his election eight months ago. 

For this vacation, scheduled to end ‘sometime in 
September,' six new buildings have gone up on the 
ranch to accommodate White House aides, Pen¬ 
tagon brass and the President’s personal physician. 
People and papers will be shuttled daily from the 
new ‘copter pad to nearby point Mugu naval air 
base, where a second government jet waits for regu¬ 
lar trips to the capital. 

'For the taxpayers sake, let him use Camp David 
when he feels die urge to chop wood,' says a Reagan 
neighbor in the golden Santa Ynez mountains, 
where millionaire landowners include Jane Fonda 
and actor John Travolta. 

‘People are angry,' says Lu Hass of Pacific 
Palisades, where the Reagans' former home is 
offered for sale at$l .9 million. ‘The guy’s calling for 
sacrifices from the poor, slashing public programs 
and cutting his own team's Federal travel budget. 
But he flies here on a $5,000-an-hour plane to ride 
horses on his tax-haven ranch,' (Reagan paid $907 
in property taxes on his ranch in 1980; had be not 
used tax loopholes, state appraisers say, his bill 
would have been $42,000). 

The final bill for security work at Rancho del 
Gelo is not yet in. While it won't approach the$l 7 
million Nixon spent on his San Clemente and Key 
Biscayne retreats, it will be considerable. 

At the ranch, bought in 1974 for $526,000 and 
now worth three times that sum, Reagan will 
indulge his passion for clearing brush and digging 
post holes. In the five-room main house, crammed 
with Western and movie memorabilia, Mrs. Reagan 
passes the time chatting-on the telephone with 
friends. 

On this official ‘working holiday’. White House 
Chief of Staff Ed Meese, America's ‘deputy presi¬ 
dent 5 , will be flying in and out with security reports. 
Reagan will meditate the pros and cons of his next 
big military decision — whether to go ahead with 
the B1 bomber, the MX missile, or both. He plans at 
least one trip to Los Angeles for meetings with 
Cabinet and National Security Council members, 
who will be flown in from Washington. 

The Reagans’ immediate neighbors appear res¬ 
igned to the influx of men and machines guarding 
the president, but some are edgy as the annual fire 
season approaches: ‘The whole area is a tinderbox 
of dry bush,' says one rancher. “ We' re afraid some 
nut wanting to get at Reagan might start a blaze.’ 

White House aides are defensive about the Presi¬ 
dent’s frequent home-comings. ‘ Camp David is not 
his kind of place', says Director of Congressional 
Relations Max Friedersdorf. ‘There's nothing but 
woods to hike in. The president needs air, broad 
vistas, horses running around. The ranch restores 
his vitality. The American people don't begrudge 
him that' 

Reagan himself clearly has no plans to cut down 
on his ranch time. ‘We'D be seeing you again on a 
regular basis,' be told well-wishers on his last visit 
'Nancy and I have been very homesick.' (ONS>. 


Saudi Arabian Press Review

In a prominent 
pay, one story, A /Nadnta reported that the Soviet Union 
has admitted fierce attacks by the Afghan freedom 
fighters. 

At Medina reported on its front page that Communist 
China has said “ Prince FahtTs proposal is a ; sig ni fica n t 
step”, but Israel's intransigence will prevent its 
implementation. In another page one story, it reported 
that life has returned to normal in Gambia after an 
abortive coup. .... 

Writing editorially on the Jewish expansionist policy, 
Al Medina observed that this policy created a strong 
feeling in the Arab world that it has become impossible 
to co-exist with the Israeli entity. The paper said that 
Israel receives support from the Christian world which 
provides it justification to Judaize the Arab lands on 
Christian or Jewish religious grounds which are 
thousands of years old. It added that Israel itself has 
never shown any regard for the Palestinian rights nor has 
h demonstrated its preparedness to co-exist with other 
divine religions. 

AlNadwa concerned itself with the neutron bomb and 
U.S. President Reagan’s defense of it as only “a defen¬ 


sive weapon which cite U.S. and its European allies must- 
possess in order to maintain a balance of power between 
die Western and Eastern blocs." The paper said that the 
superpowers would have, done well if they had helped 
the poorer nations and renounced the idea of spending 
fabulous sums on destructive weapons. By taking an 
initiative to avoid hostile acts, they would have had the 
honor of serving civilization and looking after the human 
rights in the 20th century, the paper added. 

On the other hand. At Riyadh discussed the Kingdom's 
oil policy, saying that it never tried to exploit the world 
economy but constantly pursued a modrate and bal¬ 
anced policy to help both the rich and the poor nations. 
The Kingdom’s stance was always to map a policy based 
on economic facts and, therefore, any charges against its 
oil policies can have no justification, the paper said. 

On the same subject, AlBUad referred to the oil minis¬ 
ter’s statement on the Kingdom's role in stabilizing the 
ofl prices. It said that the Kingdom has invariably taken a 
firm attitude toward the oil policy to keep it away from 
international jolts. The paper asserted that Saudi 
Arabia'soil production serves both the national interest 
and the interest of OPEC in helping to play its role in the 
stabilization of economic polic y. 

Dealing with the same subject. Okaz tried to explain 
who is responsible for a deterioration in the oil market of 
tbe world. Supporting the Kingdom’s oil policy, it said 
that this policy has led to tbe protection of the OPEC in 
the face of national and international pressures. Tbe 
paper reasserted that the current surplus in oil is not of 
Saudi Arabia's making but is due to oil companies' with¬ 
drawal from their oil reserves. It further endorsed 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yaraanfs view that another basic 
factor that helped in the oil surplus is the reduced con¬ 
sumption by industrial companies and a constant search 
for an alternative source of energy.

Revolt threatens Thatcher’s government

Not since the late Aneuran Be van, Arthur 
Greenwood and Harold Wilson resigned from 
dement (later Lord) Attlee’s 1949 Labor gov¬ 
ernment has a British prime minister*s cabinet- 
been so threatened with collapse as Mrs. Margaret 
Thatcher’s present administration is over 
economic policy. 

The 1950 resignations of the'Benanite Revolt* 
Qver the introduction of health charges brought 
about the downfall of Attlee’s government which 
at the 1951 general election put the Tories into 
power for 13 years. 

Last week’s speeches by Lord (Peter) Thor- 
neycroft, Conservative Party chairman, and Tren¬ 
ds Pym, leader and co-ordinator of Mrs. 
Thatcher’s policy programs in tbe House of 
Commons, in which they raise serious doubts 
about the wisdom of present economic policy, has 
increased to six the members of tbe prime minis¬ 
ter's inner cabinet circle who have expressed disil¬ 
lusion with her and Chancellor Sir Geoffrey 
Howe’s monetarist ideas. 

As Britain’s jobless approach a record 3 million 
and industrial output plummets into an ever 
deeper decline, the complaint being is that, 
with tbe support of Mrs. T., Sir Geoffrey is show¬ 
ing a stubborn reluctance to face tbe reality that 
his policy has failed. In the words of a prominent 
industrialist last week, after a meeting of tbe 
National Economic Development Council, pres¬ 
ent government policy was described as “an 


unmitigated disaster.'' 

Lord Thorneycroft and Pym both made public 
statements which called into question their con¬ 
tinued adherence to the government’s present 
strategy. Pym warned his parliamentary col¬ 
leagues that the British people would not put up 
for much longer with the present calamitous situa¬ 
tion if they could be given no real assurance that 
their sacrifices were worthwhile. 

Lord Thonieycroft expressed the view, in direct 
contradiction of the chancellor, that few of his 
friends and colleagues in the City of London or tbe 
Conservative Party believe that there is any sign of 
present fiscal policies bringing an early recovery 
from the slump. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who is at present on an eight- 
day holiday in the west of England, will now face 
her first real major test since taking over the pre¬ 
miership when she retmns to Downing Street next 

week. Amidst rumors of an imminent reshuffle of 
her cabinet colleagues, Thatcher-wateheis are 
speculating wildly whether she will have the cour¬ 
age to order a change of course or seek recourse 
by axeing her dissident associates. 

Lord Thorneycroft would present no problem 
in any reshuffle. At 70 he holds his j. >sitioti as 
chairman of the Conservative Party at the gift of 
the prime minister in her capacity as leader of the 
Conservative Party. She appointed him three 
years ago largely on the strength of his record, 
after he resigned as chancellor of the exchange 
from Harold McMillan’s government over the ris¬ 
ing level of public spending. 

But Mrs. Thatcher would have a much more 


difficult task in dealing with Pym, even though it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that she now 
believes he has ambitions for her job. Pym has a 
large broad-based following in the party and par¬ 
ticularly within the ranks of his parliamentary 
Conservative colleagues. It wpuld be dangerous to 
try to remove him from ms present post as leader 
of the House of Commons. 

Though#Mrs. Thathoefs present problems can 
bring little if any consolation to leader of the 
opposition, Michael Foot, and his parliamentary 
Labor Parly. A public opinion poll published last 
week forecast that the Liberal-Social Democratic 
Party alliance would sweep the country if there 
were a general election tomorrow. 

Tbe poll gives the alliance 43 percent of votes, 
pushing Labor into second place with a mere 29 
percent. The Tories, as a result of their disasterous 
performance would be third, with a lowly 25 per¬ 
cent of the votes. 

Whether the Liberal-Social .Democratic 
affiance under the joint leadership (would Britain 
have two prime adjusters I wonder?) of David 
Steel, with no previous experience of government, 
and Roy Jenkins, Home Secretary and presideni 
of the European Commission, would be an) 
improvement on Mrs. Thatcher’s lot is very prob¬ 
lematical? 

But for the 3 million unemployed in Britain at 
the present almost any change in the government 
at Westminster must promise to be a change for 
the better. 


ASEAN-Peking differences remain

SINGAPORE — 

China's long-term aims in south-east Asia 
remain under a cloud of suspicion despite its latest 
diplomatic bid to cement relations with the non- 
Communist nations in the region. Chinese Prime 
Minister Zhao Ziyang, who made an official visit 
to the Philippines, Malaysia and Singapore in the 
last nine days found himself unable to stem strong 
•criticism of China's continuing support for Com¬ 
munist insurgents in the area. 

Despite ffis expressions of friendship and 
goodwill Zhao was apparently unable to convince 
his hosts that China could develop an enduring 
relationship with them while maintaining its frat¬ 
ernal ties with the outlawed Communist parties in 
their countries. 

The Chinese leader’s visit to the three countries 
— all members of the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (ASEAN)—was aimed at reassur¬ 
ing, their governments of China’s intentions and 
stiffen their resolve to rid Kampuchea of Soviet- 
backed Vietnamese forties. 

Although Zhao claimed his trip yielded positive 
results, ASEAN officials reported significant dif¬ 
ferences remained between ASEAN and Peking 
on the question of Communist insurgencies in the 
region and an eventual Kampuchean political set¬ 
tlement. 

But differences over Kampuchea were not as 
crucial as Chinese support for Communist 
insurgencies in ASEAN, the officials said. 

After a iron-controversial three-day visit to 
Manila where trade was the main focus, Zhao was 
told quite dearly in Malaysia and Singapore that 
Peking should give up any hope of Communist 
parties gaining control of ASEAN countries. 


Moreover, Peking's attempt to distinguish its 
party-to-party support for the Marxist insurgents 
from government-to-govern me at relations was 
not acceptable, Zhao was told. Malaysia, battling 
about 3,000 Malayan Communist Party (CPM) 
guerrillas along its jungle border with Thailand, 
was severely critical 

About 10,000 people were reported killed in 
the Malaysian peninsula during the 12-year 
Communist insurrection, actively supported by 
China, from 1948 to 1960. Malaysian leaders 
expressed disappointment that Zhao failed to dis¬ 
own the CPM, which he claimed had relations 
with Peking long before ASEAN countries recog¬ 
nized China's Co mmunist government. 

China's support for tbe CPM was nothing more 
than “political and moral” and ASEAN countries 
could deal with Communist insurgents as they saw 
fit, Zhao argued. Describing Communist guerril¬ 
las as products of social conditions'in various 
countries, he said China did not wish to export 
revolution. 

But Malaysia's Foreign Minister Tan Sri Ghaz- 
ali Shafie said his government could not accept 
explanations given by Zhao for conthnng relations 
between Peking and the CPM. 

He rejected the Chinese prime minister’s con¬ 
tention that if Peking did not“handle the situation 
properly,” tbe Soviet Ution and Vietnam would 
fill the vacu um and ex^ jit Communist parties in 
the region. It was not posable for the pro-Peking 
CPM to establish a link with the Soviet Union or 
Vietnam because its whole leadership and 80 per¬ 
cent of themembers were ethnic Chinese, Tan Sri 
Gfaazali said. 

He said little had been achieved by Zhao's vmt 


to Kuala Lumpur on tbe issue, except that 
Malaysia now had a dearer understanding of Pek¬ 
ing’s stand. “That does not mean to say we agree 
with it,” he pointed out. 

Tan Sri GhazaTs comment was made in Jakarta 
where he briefed Indonesian leaders about Zhao's 
visit. 

The Chinese leader did not visit Indonesia 
which suspended relations with Peking in 1967 
after accusing China of involvement in an abortive 
coup. Zhao met a similar hardline attitude in 
Singapore on the third leg of his first regional tour. 

Singapore's Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew told 
Zhao at a welcoming banquet that the five 
ASEAN nations — Thailand, Malaysia, the 
Philippines, Indonesia and Singapore — needed 
neither communism nor Communist- parties for 
the political and economic advancement of their 
250 million peoples. 

“Eveiy ASEAN government is convinced that 
its own Communists are threats only because of 
outside assistance and interference,” be declared. 

A senior Singapore official said there appeared 
to be a slight shift in China’s policies toward Marx¬ 
ist insurgents in the area, but this was not enough. 
“It appears that you can’t expect Communist 
China to change hs spots so rapidly” he added. 

Despite Zhao* s promises, China could not eas¬ 
ily renounce its support of “rebellious Maoist 
organizations" in ASEAN countries, Vietnam's 
official newspaper Nhan Dan , said. “ His (Zhao's) 
(cautious words when dealing with this issue have 
proved that the Chinese authorities have no plan 
to discard the stick which is still brandished over 
the heads of many south-east Asian countries,” 
the paper declared. — (R)

WASHINGTON—Beginning this month 
and continuing through August 1982* 
Americans in four major cities will be pre¬ 
sented a unique glimpse of Saudi Arabia, a 
personal prorrait that goes beyond the cliches 
of oQ and desert. Re aligning the potential of 
children to tell the story of their country and 
its culture through their own pain tings, the 
Capital Children's Museum in Washington, 
D.C., is sponsoring an exhibit of paintings by 
Saudi Arabian schoolchildren, aged8 to 14. 

The display was organized by an art his¬ 
torian who has arranged several previous 
Arab exhibits. As an Arab-American (her 
grandparents came to the United States from 
*\ Lebanon), Sheryl Ameen has a special inter- 
i* est in making the exhibit a success. 

“ Growing up in this country, I realized that 
i there were stereotypes, Ameen said. “I see 
l this as the basis of many of the problems that 
> Arabs have in America,, in trying to get their 
* point of view, across, their opinions heard 
, and their feelings understood." 

?• Children, as well as adults, are exposed to 
l* negative ethnic stereotypes, as Ameen points 
■ y out. Images in outdated textbooks, even on 
television shows, can confuse and influence 
., young children who are at an impressionable 
age. While the exhibit is intended to attract 
v viewers of all ages, it is especially aimed at 
\j£: reaching American children, to help them 
" understand a country and its people as 
depicted by children their own ages. 


Tided "Saudi Arabia: Through the Eyes of 
Her Children,” the exhibit win include 30 
paintings by young Saudi boys and girls. All 
the entries have been painted on paper, using 
either tempra paints or magic markers. The 
paintings, contributed from boytf and girls’ 
schools in the Kingdom, reflect'the impor¬ 
tance that the hhmy religion plays in the 
lives of young children, says Ms. Ameen. In 
bright blues, reds, and oranges, the children 
have depicted scenes of mosques^ pilgrimage 
tents and buses traveling to Makkah. 

Sent to the United States by the Ministry of 
Education, the paintings win be accompanied 
by a text panel, explaining briefly the signifi¬ 
cance of the work. A photograph of each 
artist will also be included. 

It is particularly appropriate, says Ms. 
Ameen, that children are the artists, since 
Saudi Arabia is a country that places such 
emphasis on family life, and since it is the 
children who are the future of the country. 

If there is to be any theme, beyond this, to 
the exhibit, h will be the combination of tradi¬ 
tion and technology.

Electronic games teach 
how to operate tanks

HARTFORD, Conn. (WP) — The Battle

'• ircades of America. Working with computer 
■ -xperts and electronic game designers, the 
esearch arm of the Department of Defense 
las spent $2 milli on to $3 million developing 
- mall, portable training devices that bear an 
jiraistakable resemblance to the arcade 
ame “Tank Gunner.” 

“I don’t know why we're worried about 
•arity with the Russians,” joked a California 
• lesigner of electronic games. “We’ve got zH- 
ions of skinny, 11-year-old kids training 
uriously in the game parlors.” 

He may have teen joking, but the Defense 
department is dead serious. 

The problems of training and performance 
■roblems in the army are very^^al inn vplun-v.. 
xt army " said Craig Fields,assistant direo 
or of systems sciences for the Defense 
department's Advanced Research Programs 
Vgency. 

By using many of the same controls, 
raphic displays and sound effects that have 
ticketed electronic games into phenomenal 
opularity, and by allowing trainees to rack 
p a score, the Pentagon is hoping to moti- 
ate the trainees to practice and improve. 
"We've gone to great lengths to make this 
in,” said Fields, whose agency has been 
orking on the project about two years. 
And we’ll teach them about actual combat 
. 1 the same time.” 

Lawmakers responded enthusiastically to 
le idea after Fields brought a tank simulator 
i a congressional bearing. “When we show 
tese to people, they can’t stop playing 'em” 
i said proudly. Fields believes the army, air 
>rce and navy likely will request a few dozen 
f the devices in their upcoming budgets. 

“A genera] saw it and told me, “This is 
real we can set them up in armories in 
rooklyn and the Bronx and the guys can 
lay against each other,” Fields said. 
Although the Advanced Research Prog¬ 
uns Agency has developed training devices 
tat simulate aerial refueling, missile-firing 


and the operation of various combat vehicles, 
it is pushing hardest to win approval for a 
tank gunnery simulator. Five such simulators 
already have been assembled in the agenc/s 
Virginia facilities. 

The device’s viewfinder and instrument 
panel are identical to the one a soldier would 
encounter in a conventional tan k. 

Inside the viewfinder, film footage rolls by, 
depicting actual East German, West German 
or Middle Eastern terrain, rife with enemy 
tanks. “You fire and experience the same 
lead and lag time you would with tank fire,” 
said Azad Madni, director of advanced 
information and decision systems at Percep- 
tronic Inc., the Los Angeles company 
awarded the contract to develop the concept 

“The/11 learn a lot about the trajectory of 
shells, time of flight time it takes to destroy 
an object” Madni said. Microcomputer chips 
are programmed with an assortment of offen¬ 
sive 1 or defensive responses to the trainee’s 
moves. 

“These simulators go far beyond arcade - 
games,” said a designer who .worked on the 
simulator before he left Peiceptronics. “One 
side can launch six missiles die otters can 
respond, tty out evasive maneuvers, bring in 
MiGs. The computer knows the capabilities 
of all the equipment and weapons. There's a 
lot more options.” 

Making training cheaper was as much a 
concern as making it more fun. Fields said. 

“Conventional simulators are very expen¬ 
sive. They can cost anything from $1 million 
to S15 milli on.” he said. “There aren't many 
of them and the amount of time any one 
person gets to spend on them is limited.” 

But spending that much money on realism 
wasn’t necessary, the department decided. 
“We realized we didn't have to mimic the 
exact conditions of a combat situation: The 
temperature inside the tank, the vibration 
and shaking from the shells,” Fields said. 

Coinciding with that realization were tech¬ 
nological advances in the state of the art of 
video-computing. Inexpensive microchips 
developed for games made it possible for the 
simulators that the Defense Research 
Agency is hawking to be made for $10,000 to 
$15,000 each. _■

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, — Nicaragua is 
insulted, Costa Rica angry and indignant, and 
everybody more than a little embarrassed as 
relations between the countries have reached 
a new low over the question, quite literally, of 
where the bodies are buried. The particular 
bones of contention belong to Costa Rican 
hero Juan Santamaxia, who died in 1856 
fighting American adventurer William 
Walker in the Nicaraguan town of Rivas. 

In a goodwill gesture toward the Costa 
Ricans, who gave them a vital base of opera¬ 
tions for the defeat of the Somoza dictator¬ 
ship in 1979, Nicaragua's Sandinista gov¬ 
ernment decided to fbtd Santamaria’s grave 
in Rivas and return his remains and those of 
his Costa Rican comrades to their homeland. 

With major fanfare in April, Costa Rica 
accepted the gesture and the box foil of 
bones, only to have Costa Rican archaeolog¬ 
ists decide — just before the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of San tain aria’s birth on Aug. 29 — that 
most of the remains belonged to horses and 
other domestic animal? . 

The controversy suggests just how delicate 
relations are between Nicaragua and its 
friendliest, if perhaps most disiHiisioned, 
neighbor and bow passionate the nationalism 
and importance the role of sumbols in Cen¬ 
tral American life. 

People here were furious, both with the 
Nicaraguans, whom they accused of mocking 
their national hero, and with the already 
unpopular government of Costa Rican Presi¬ 
dent Rodrigo Carazo, whom they felt acted 
the part of a fool. 

Managua’s often-defensive leftist regime 
was no less incensed by the incident 
Nicaraguan Ambassador Roberto Leal called 
the controversy a maneuver by people 
interested in creating a confrontation and 
“destabilizing the Sandinista revolution.” 

“We were a little appalled at that reac¬ 
tion,” said Michael Snarskis, a member of the 
Costa Rican commission and director of 
archaeological research at the Costa Rican' 
National Museum. 

The whole affair might have passed 
quietly. But the bones had teen taken to the 
Joan Santamaria Museum in the town of Ala- 


juela where the hero was bom.- After die 
Costa Rican report, anxious officials here 
decided to wrest the remains from the resi¬ 
dents of the town. In the face of a jeering 
mob, the bogus bones were given a police 
escort to the Nicaraguan Embassy in San Jose 
where they lay in state overnight. 

The controversy began in earnest and very 
publicly. 

The Nicaraguan government sent an airp¬ 
lane to pick up the bones and flew them to 
Managua where the Sandinistas received the 
dusty relics with full military honors. The 
Nicaraguans vowed that since Costa Rica 
obviously didn’t care about its national hero 
— a great fighter against Yankee Imperial¬ 
ism, after all — the would w»«ke 

him a Nicaraguan hero. 

The irony of the whole affair is that Juan 
San tam aria 1 s body is almost certainly imposs¬ 
ible to find. The peasant soldier wasn’t made 
a legend for setting fire to Walker's head- > 
quarters until 30 or more years after his death 
in battle. 

He was buried in a common grave in 1856 
and the humble hero now could never be 
positive ly identifie d. _ 

The Nicaraguans claimed that a mark on 
one of the niche’s bricks looked like a“JJL,” 
but nobody else can find those letters in die 
symbols that some consider a bookmaker's 
mark or the Greek letter “PSI.” 

The Costa Rican experts believe that that 
particular set of bone chips belonged to a 
priest. 

As for the remains of the 137 ot’ier corpses 
from the battle, there was only Oi. e piece of 
one femur to identify them, the other bits 
being the famous animal bones. 

What the Nicaraguans actually turned over 
to Costa Rica, in feet, were three handfuls of 
fragments, according to Snarskis — not 
enough to make one whole body, an identifi¬ 
able Juan Santamaria, much less a collection 
of more than 130 heroes. 

“It would have been better to take a hand¬ 
ful of symbolic dirt and bury that,” said 
Snarskis. 

But Nicaragua wanted more, and Costa 
Rica as Snarskis put it, “wasn’t interested in a 
purely symbolic gesture. They had to have 
the real thing or nothing.” 


Isolation of virus is ‘ exciting, significant 5 ; 
leukemia patients are used to find missing link 


WASHINGTON—What may be a human 
leukemia virus has been isolated by National 
-Cancer Institute scientists. The discovery, 
one they call “ exerting” and other authorities 
call “highly significant,” could trigger new 
interest in searching for viruses as causes of 
human cancer. It could also lead tonew'ways 
of treatment and even prevention, though it is 
for too early to say what might or might not be 
possible. 

Dr. Robert Gallo, chief ofNCTs Laborat¬ 
ory of Tumor Cell Biology, and his co- 
workers have so far found the virus in four 
patients as well as antibodies to the virus — 
solid evidence of the bod/s effort to resist it 
— in 12 more. 

Japanese doctors at the University of 
Kyoto, collaborating with Gallo, reported 
that they too have begun to find the virus in 
some patients. 

Viruses cause cancers without a doubt in 
several animal species. And they cause 
leukemia—blood cell cancer—in cows, cats, 
mice and chickens, as well as gibbon apes, 
dose relatives of man. But scientists have 
looked for human cancer viruses for decades 
with generally thin results. Viruses have been 
at least “associated” with three human can¬ 
cers, "associated" meaning they are some¬ 
how involved in the cause, with other factors. 

The three are liver cancer, cancer of the cer¬ 
vix and one kind of lymphoma, found mainly 
in Africa. 


Many scientists have turned away from the 
search for human cancer viruses, however, 
and NCI, part of the government’s National 
insti tutes of health, has been critici zed for 
spending too much money on virus research. 

Gallo’s discovery “gjves.a strong stimulus-, 
to reopen investigations info viral involve¬ 
ment” in human leukemias, Dr. William Jar¬ 
re tt of the University of Glassgow has told 
Oncology Times, a publication for cancer 
researchers. Gallo’s mam colleagues in this 
work have teen Bernard Poiesz, Marvin 
Reitz Jr., Frauds Rnscetti, V.S. Kalyanara- 
man, Marjorie Guroff and M. Sarangadha- 
xan. 

“What we have found," he said, “is a new 
retrovirus or RNA virus.” RNA and DNA 
are nature’s two main kinds of genetic mater¬ 
ial Retroviruses cause the known animal 
leukemias. The one that causes cattle 
leukemia, a disease highly destructive to 
livestock, is at least distantly related to the 
new NCI virus. Retroviruses are also of high 
interest today in biology. 

It is known that they sometimes carry so- 
called transforming genes into cells. These 
may promote normal growth or,-sometimes, 
lead to cancer—either by inserting their new 
information wrongly or by turning on another 
gene that makes cells grow inappropriately. 

Until now, says Dt. David Baltimore. Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology Nobel 
Prize-winner, the lack of any known human 



retrovirus has teen a major gap, “so even if 
this virus is just a human virus and causes no 
known disease, it is important” 

Gallo too says, “we can’t yet say this virus 
causes a leukemia.” But he also says, “we 
dearly are getting an association of this virus 
with‘a form of leukemia,'’ and though “we 
can’t say yet that it is an etioiogic agent, we 
suspect it” 

He has at least provisionally named the 
virus “HTLV” for “Human T-cell 
Leukemia-Lymphoma Virus" — “T-celT 
because this is the kind of white blood cell 
that proliferates in this kind of leukemia. 

One of die main problems, always, in 
studying leukemias and lymphomas— lymph 
gland cancers, closely related to the 
leukemias—has been getting T-cells to grow 
in the laboratory. Six years ago Gallo, Doris 
Morgan and Rnscetti found a protein they 
call TCGF for “T-cefl growth factor.’ This 
has proved to be the magic key to growing 
T-cefls and leukemia and lymphoma cells 
well and reliably. 

It is this technique that has enabled the 
NCI group to isolate and grow HTLV virus 
from four patients with an unusual “and very 
aggressive” leukemia or lymphoma that 
often closely resembles a disease called “sez- 
ary leukemia.” 

Because isolating and growing a virus from 
any one patient is still long and laborious 
work, the scientists have screened blood 
samples from many other patients and found 
12 with anti-HTLV antibodies. They have 
shown there are no such antibodies in the 
blood of 200 healthy persons. 

Antibodies are proteins the body makes to 
fight harmful aggressors. “They are flags that 


tell os where the virus has been,” Gallo 
explained. 

Now, he said, there must be much more 
study, including epidemiological surveys to 
see how widespread the virus may be. This 
will include collaboration with Japanese doc¬ 
tors, since a closely related of perhaps tire 
same form of lenkemia i s fou nd in a kind of 
cluster in southwest Japan, and blood sam¬ 
ples from Japanese patients have revealed 
telltale antibodies to the NCI virus. 

The Gallo evidence, says Dr. David Katz of 
the Scripps Clhuc and Research Foundation 
is “quite impressive and convincing.” But, 
says Dr. Max Essex of Harvard, it is going to 
be a slow process at best to firmly prove this 
of almost any new-found virus causes human 
cancer. 

Gallo in 1975 felt sure he had isolated a 
leukemia virus, but was unable to prove it 
What he feels “99 percent sure of today” he 
said, is that he just “couldn't keep tire virus 
growing then” and it was replaced in his lab 
cultures by a contaminant, a primate 
leukemia virus. 

How do people get the new-found virus, if 
it is indeed a leukemia virus? 

“We don’t know,” he said. “We don’t 
t h ink it, or any cancer, is infections in the 
common way, like a cold. There may be infec¬ 
tion at a very low level, probably only in 
genetically susceptible individuals. 

“We can speculate, however, that tins virus 
sometimes reaches humans from someplace 
outside them. You’re not born with it in your 
genes. Then, in some susceptible people, it 
replicates.” That is, it grows. 

And in persons whose cells permit such 
growth it may unlock a gene that starts 
another step, or whole series of steps, that 
may lead to a cancer in a process still only 
dimly undestood by inquiring scientists.

LOS ANGELES (LAD)—Researchers at 
Ohio State University have developed a vac¬ 
cine that they say win protect 80 percent to 90 
percent of cats from leukemia, a major killer 
of those animals. Development of a cat 
le ukemia vaccine is considered a major 
advance by researchers who see the work that 
led to tire vaccine as having major applicat io n 
in developing human teukemia vaccines. 

Before that can happen, however, it will be 
necessary to identify and isolate the virus or 

^hdeed a virus does cause leukemia in man. 
Most scientists are convinced that viruses are 
tire cause or at least care cause of human 
leukemias that are cancers of the blood form¬ 
ing tissues. 

There are an estimated 23,000 new cases 
of leukemia in the United States each year 
and about 15,900 deaths. One of the theoret¬ 
ical objections to using a viral vaccine against 
human leukemia has been concern over the 
possibility that a vaccine may cause, rather 
than combat, the disease. 

That fear is based on the assumption that 
the vaccine would be made of trilled or tamed 
viruses and that preventing their genetic mat¬ 
erial from incorporating itself in the human 
cells and thus causing leukemia may be dif¬ 
ficult 

But the Ohio state cat leukemia vaccine is 


not made from viruses and contains no gene¬ 
tic material, according to Dr. Richard Olsen, 
the virologist credited with developing it 
Instead, it is composed of the excreteyl pro¬ 
ducts of cat cells that have teen grown in 
laboratory dishes and infected with the cat 
leukemia virus. * 

Olsen said he arrived at that method after 
years of experiments with vaccines made 
from all or part of the virus. Those did not 
work, he said. In fact, tbeir use often resulted 
in the vaccinated cats dying quieter than cats 
that had not been vaccinated. 

He took the virus apart and found that a 
single protein on tire surface of the virus was 
responsible for suppressing the cats’ immirnr 
systems so severely that the cpts could not 
fight infections and often died even before 
clinical symptoms of leukemia appeared. 

Eventually the researcher was able to 
develop the vaccine that could provide 
immunity against the virus. The vaccine was 
patented early this year and the patent has 
been acquired- by Norden Laboratories of 
Lincoln, Neb. 

If it is approved by government agencies, it 
will be the first commercially available 
leukemia vaccine for any mammal, according 
to Dr. David S. Yohn, director of the Ohio 
State Comprehensive Cancer Center. Yohn 
said the cat vaccine is an impetus to proceed 
along the same lines to produce a vaccine to 
protect cazde.

Soviets to discuss missile cut 


MOSCOW, Sept. 15 (R) — The Soviet 
Union would be ready to talk about a “con¬ 
siderable reduction” of medium-range mis¬ 
sile stocks in future arms negotiations with 
the United States, the Communist Party 
newspaper JPnmfii said Tuesday. 

The proposal was put forward in a com¬ 
mentary criticizing Washington's attitude 
toward East-West arms control talks and dec¬ 
laring that Moscow was reach-* to discuss cuts 
in all types of nuclear and conventional 
weaponry. Pravda repeated Moscow’s earlier 
offers to cease deployment of SS-20 nuclear 
missiles in western Soviet regions as soon as 
U.S.-Soviet talks on the limitation of 
medium-range missiles got under way. 

It added: “We are prepared to sit down at 
the negotiating table tomorrow and talk 
about limi tation and a considerable reduction 
of such weapons.” Over the past two years 
the Soviet leadership has repeatedly offered 
to freeze deployment of its own medium- 
range missiles if the West abandoned plans to 
station nearly 600 Cruise and Pershing-2 
missiles in Western Europe. 

Tuesday’s Pravda report indicated that 
Moscow was now ready to go a step further to 
negotiate a cutback in the number of 
weapons it has already deployed in its west¬ 
ern areas. The proposal was first put forward 
in a report by the Soviet news agency Novosti 
released in West Berlin. Monday. 

The fact that Pravda repeated it again 
Tuesday made clear that it carried the full 
authority of the Kremlin. The issue is crucial 
to the s imm ering debate in Western Europe 
about the planned deployment of the U.S. 
missil es in 1983. 

West German leaders in particular have 
insisted that a moratorium on Soviet missil e 
deployment would not suffice for the West to 
scrap its own missil e plans and called on Mos¬ 
cow to declare its readiness to withdraw mis¬ 
sile systems of its own. 

Western diplomats reacted cautiously to 
the Pravda article. They said Moscow had 
hinted previously that it might be ready to cut 
its medium-range missile strength but had 
never gone as for as proposing “consider¬ 
able" reductions. The article was, however, 
vaguely worded and did not spell out what 
preconditions Moscow would set, they 
added. 

The proposal could be a signal of Soviet 
readiness to make concessions when Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko meets U.S. Sec¬ 
retary of State Alexander Haig at the end of 
this month for preliminary talks on aims con¬ 
trol, the diplomats said. But it could equally 
be an attempt to stoke up opposition to the 
U.S. weapons amongst the powerful peace 
groups in Western Europe, above all West 
Germany. 

The Pravda article, by senior political 
commentator Yuri Z fauko v, saidMoscow was 
also ready to resume negotiations on strategic 
arms at any time as long as “all the positive 
points achieved so for are covered” — a 


reference to the SALT II treaty signed in 
1979 but never ratified by the United States. 

It said Moscow had repeatedly ordered 
negotiations on the whale range of arms 
questions but had been snubbed by the 
United States. Washington had mad* things 
worse by trying to shift the blame for the lack 
of contact between the two sides onto Mos- 


But Pravda warned Washington that it 
should not mistake Moscow’s readiness to 
hold talks for weakness and think that a sim¬ 
ple agreement to sit at ihe negotiating table 
would be considered a concession by the 
Kremlin. 


In a related development, Michael Foot, 
leader of Britain's opposition Labor Party 
which is committed to removal of all nuclear 
weapons from British soil, left for Moscow 
Tuesday for three days of talks with President 
Leonid Brezhnev and other Soviet officials. 

Foot, who was accompanied by deputy 
Labor leader Denis Healey and nine other 
Labor members of Parliament, said the mam 
item for discussion would be the arms race. 

“We are going because we are deeply con¬ 
cerned about die nuclear arms race and the 
influence of it. We want to hear and judge for 
ourselves,” he told reporters at London's 
Heathrow Airport

PARIS, Sept. 15 (R) — French Com¬ 
munist leaders have criticized Socialist gov¬ 
ernment notices and warned that their sup¬ 
port for the administration of President 
Francois Mitterrand was conditional. 

In separate public statements at the 
weekend party chief Georges Marchais and 
leadership colleague Oland Leroy indicated 
they expected urgent measures to combat 
unemployment and infla tion. 

Marchais was speaking in a television 
interview, his first since elections which 
brought the Socialists to power in the spring 
and led to the appointment of Communist 
cabinet ministers for tie first time in 34 
years. He said the government’s national¬ 
ization plans were insufficient, and that a 
wealth tax planned by Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy was inadequate. 

Leroy, speaking to a rally organized by 
the party paper!* Humardte which he edits, 
said Communists with their four ministers 
were parndparmg in the government,” but 
are not a party of government. “Nor would 
Communists be the unconditional advo¬ 
cates of the government," 

Both leaders, whose party suffered a 


major reverse in this year's voting, argued 
that the Socialists had won the elections | 
only because of the support of millions of | 
Communists. But despite his reservations j 
about the government's reform program, ! 
Marchais said he believed France was at the I 
beginning of a process that had been 
launched positively. 

Asked how long the Communists would 
stay in the cabinet, he said: “We are in the 
government deter mine d to do everything to 
make it succeed. So if there are people who 
think, we are there for only a few months or 
for a year or two, they are mistaken. We are 
doing and will continue to do everything to 
press ahead, in the right direction." 

Many political commentators have sug¬ 
gested that the Communists find the 
administration of Mitterrand, whom they 
had criticized for four years for a “drift to 
the right.” As a short-term tactic. Some 
newspaper analysts said Monday the 
weekend remarks by the two party leaders 
could be aimed at leaving the way open for 
an eventual withdrawal if Socialist policies 
failed to ease the country's economic prob¬ 
lems, particularly unemployment. 


NEW YORK. Sept. 15.(AP) — A lawsuit 
filed by the Iranian government of AyMoSah 
Khomcim seeking btBkms of doSan in dam¬ 
ages and the assets here of tbc late Shah 
Muhammad Reza Pahlavi has been thrown 
out of New York State Supreme Court.

U.S. Army studies parachuting dogs 


FORT BRAGG, North Carolina, SepL 15 
(AP) — The United States Army’s newest 
proposed paratroopers will be able to sniff 
out an intruder, find a bomb and attack with 
surprise — and probably won’t complain 
about the food. The Army is considering' 
parachuting dogs with the crack 82nd Air¬ 
borne Division. 


A special harness devised by SgL 1 st Cass 
Robert Meade, the military police kennel 
master at Fort Bragg, allows a dog to be 
attached to its handler just beneath the 
reserve parachute. In a jump, the dog would 
rest against the handler’s legs in its harness, 
leaving the soldier’s hands free to manipulate 
the chute. 


About 200 feet from the ground, the hand¬ 
ler would lower the dog on an 18-foot (5 m) 
line. This would help the dog and handler 
more room to maneuver in landing, reducing 
the chance of a collision. Meade has trained 
12 dogs from the airborne 118th military 
police company on a 34-foot jump tower at 
Fori Bragg, and now the Army is considering 
whether to approve jumps from aircraft. 

“The dog accepts the jumps just as a sol¬ 
dier does,” said Meade. “The handler leads 
the dog and helps him through it. We've 
never had an adverse reaction. Never had a 
training accident.” Meade said he doubts the 
-dogs ever would be given their own para¬ 
chutes, although there once was a proposal to 
fit them with modified ones.

Undersecretary 
of State Walter Stoessel acknowledged that 
the information obtained by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment was prelimiiuuy but said that it 
nonetheless justified long-standing U'S. con¬ 
cerns about chemical warfare use in the three 
countries. 

The U.S. evidence is based primarily on 
leaf and stem samples from Cambodia near 
the Thai border. Stoessel said the levels of 
mycotoxins were up to 20 times greater than 
any recorded natural outbreak. 

He said it is highly unlikely that such levels 
could have occurred naturally. “In point of 
fact, these mycotoxins do not occur naturally 
in Southeast Asia.” The scientists said most 
of their evidence is based on information 
from Laos and Cambodia. They have 
received only minimal information from 
Afghanistan. 

Questioned about the number of deaths 
caused by the poison, one scientist said the 
estimates range from several thousand up to 
30,000. But be indicated there is no reliable 
information on the subject.

Mothers urged to stay home 

Pope supports labor unions 


VATICAN CITY, Sept. 15 (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II, in his most comprehensive 
statement on social issues, strongly backed 
labor unions Tuesday and urged mothers to 
stay at home and raise their children rather 
than take jobs. 

Id the third encyclical of his 35-month 
papacy, the Pope called for “radical and 
urgent changes” in the Third Woiid to 
imrpove the lot of poor fanners and peasan ts. 
He said unions should be guaranteed the 
right to strike except for political purposes or 
in essential public services. 

The 99-page encyclical repeated John 
PauTs past criticisms of both capitalist and 
Communist systems. It called for an economy 
based on a mixture of private and public 
ownership. 

The document did not specifically mention 
the labor Unrest in the Pope’s native Poland, 
but many of its points echoed previous state¬ 
ments he has made about the situationthere. 
He has welcomed the formation of the inde¬ 
pendent trade union Solidarity, but urged it 
to be moderate. 

“In order to achieve social justice in the 
various parts of the world ... there is a need 
for ever new movements of solidarity of the 
workers and with the workers,” the Pope said 
in the encyclical. 

He called unions “a mouthpiece for the 
struggle for social justice,” but added that 
workers must be aware of their nations’ 
economic problems when pressing their 
demands. 

An encyclical is a solemn letter written by 
the Pope to bishops and other church leaders, 
and is one of the most important ways that a

Pope tells the world what he thinks. Pope 
Paul VI. for instance, used an encyclical to 
reaffirm the church ban on artificial birth 
control. 

The Pope said the encyclical bad been 
delayed by the attempt to assassinate him 
May 13. when be was wounded in the abdo¬ 
men, leg and finger. John PauL 61. has often 
referred to the time be spent working in a 
quarry and chemical factory as a youth in 
Poland. He said workers have a right to 
unemployment benefits, vacation time, a 
pension and insurance against accidents. 

The Pope also said workers should receive 
a “just” wage, which he defined as big 
enough to support the entire family. If the 
father earns such a wage, he said, the mother 
is free to take care of her children and edu¬ 
cate them. 

“Having to abandon these tasks (of the 
mother) m order to take up paid work outside 
the home is wrong from the point of view of 
the good of society and of the family when it 
contradicts or hinders these primary goals of 
the mission of a mother,” the Pope said. 

The Pope made special pleas for policies to 
help poor farm workers in the Third World, 
for handicapped and migrant workers.' He 
accused developed countries and multina¬ 
tional corporations of fixing high prices for 
their products while trying to keep down 
prices for raw materials and semi¬ 
manufactured goods. 

In his first encyclical, issued in March, 
1979, John Paul criticized the materialism of 
both capitalist and Communist societies and 
-warned that the arms race threatens mankind 
with “unimaginable self-destruction.” 
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Arctic preserves ship 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 15 (AP) — Using 
a robot camera device, scientists have taken 
remarkably clear pictures of an unusual 
shipwreck preserved under the ice of the 
Canadian Arctic. 

Joseph Macinnis said Monday the camera 
platform photographed the wreck of the sail¬ 
ing barque HJtf.S Breadalbane during dives 
last week in Lancaster Sound off Beechey 
Island, about 160 kms from the magnetic 
North Pole. The pictures clearly show the 
wooden vessel's well preserved hill and its 
spoked wbeeL as well as instruments and 
other devices in its w*heelhouse. 

The British ship sank on Aug. 21. 1853 
after it was crushed by encroaching ice while 
on a rescue mission. AU 21 crewmen aboard 
escaped over the ice to a companion ship as 
the Breadalbane went down in 15 minutes. 
But the ice and supercold water have pre¬ 
served the ship so well that there is little sign 
of decay after 128 years. Macinnis told'a 
briefing at the National Geographic Society, 
which sponsors his work. 

“It’s in a remarkable state of preserva¬ 
tion.” said Macinnis, head of Undersea 
Reseach Ltd., a private oceanographic firm 
based in Toronto. “We 3re sure everything is 
intact. What we have is a treasure trove of 
19th century Arctic exploration.” Located 
1000 kms above the Arctic circle, the 
Breadalbane is the world's northernmost 
known ship wreck. 

Macinnis and colleagues found the 
Breadalbane last year after a three-year 
search of records indicated where it might be. 
Using special sonar equipment aboard a 
Canadian coast guard cutter that got images 
of the ship resting upright in 110 meters of 
water. 

They returned this summer to get televi¬ 
sion and still pictures of the wreck to help 
them plan dives to the vessel next spring. 
Macinnis said the waters are so cold that 
divers would die in minutes withour extra 
protection. So, the researchers will return 
with a diving belL a small submarine and an 
armoured diving suit to get close up views. 

The 38-meter long ship, which displaced 
428 tons, still has two of its three 30-raeter 
masts standing straight up. The masts are 
apparently still draped with sails and rigging, 
the scientists said. . 

The pictures and videotapes of the wreck 
were possible because of an underwater vehi¬ 
cle designed by Chris Nicholson and col¬ 
leagues at Benthos Inc., of Falmouth. Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

Nicholson said the remotely piloted vehi¬ 
cle, controlled from *a surface ship via an 
umbilical cable, should revolutionize diving 
by removing the risk to human divers. The 
production vehicle is designed to operate as 
deep as 600 meters and should have its most 
direct application in inspecting offshore plat¬ 


forms for oil companies, he said. 

As the robot moved around the sunken 
ship in four dives, it recorded well-preserved 
hull timbers, greenish sheets of copper clad¬ 
ding and exotic sealife growing over the ves¬ 
sel. It also found a nearly 12-meter gash in 
the hull made by the crushing ice that sank 
the ship.

In the "head shake.” a 
dancer keeps shaking his head faster and 
more violently to keep time with the 
music. 

Torry said Longhurst died three weeks 
after the dance of acute swelling of the 
brain due to a hemorrhage. He said the 
hemorrhage was associated with a cyst in 
the brain cavity. “The cyst was tiny and it 
is very, very rare for a hemorrhage to 
develop from one like it,” Tony said 
Monday. 


Man climbs onto Statue of Liberty 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15 (AP) — A man 
climbed out onto the crown of the Statue of 
Liberty- Monday and threw leaflets for a 
write-in campaign for mayor before police 
arrested him. officials said. 

Tom Mercer of the National Parks Service 
said the roan, whom he identified as Arthur 
Allen, crawled onto the 93-meter statue from 
windows near the crown at about 10:30 a.m. 
and began tossing leaflets from one of the 
long spikes radiating from the crown. The 
spikes are one-meter wide at their widest 
point. 

After two hours, the man was pulled back 
in at the crown and taken into custody. It first 
appeared that police had pulled Allen up to 
the statue's torch. But authorities said later 
that police were in the torch, but did not pull 
Allen up.

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U.S. monetary policy 
to stay, Brock says 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) — U.S. 
Trade Representative William Brock has said 
Monday he does not see any change in 
administration’s monetary policy to deal with 
the nation’s trade deficit. 

Just back from a month-long Asian swing. 
Brock said the U.S. dollar has become “ very 
strong very fast" against other major curren¬ 
cies. 

“It is having a very tangible effect on the 
flow of imports and exports," making U-S. 
expons more expensive while its imports 
become cheaper/ 1 We are going to have to be 
very aggressive to maintain a good trading 
position," Brock told a press conference 
Monday. 

He added that if inflation rates in other 
major nations remain high while the U.S. rale 
starts coming down, “then dollar is going to 
continue to strengthen." 

He said he doesn't know how long the situ¬ 
ation is going to continue “but the commit¬ 
ment of the president is absolute: we are 
going to deal with inflation as our primary 
problem and that requires a fiscal and monet¬ 
ary solution." Brock said the Pacific area has 
an “enormous potential" for the United 
States and the U.S. must pay more attention 
to the needs of Pacific nations and open U.S. 
markets to their products. 

The central purpose of his trip, be said, was 
to tfsit the ASEAN (Association of So th east 
Asian Nations) countries — Indonesia. 
Malaysia, the Philippines, Singapore and 
Thailand.

U.K. acts to shore up pound 


LONDON, Sepi. 15 (R) — The Bank of 
England has raised its short-term interest 
rates sharply, signaling higher rates for the 
whole economy and giving a boost to the 
ailing pound sterling on foreign exchange 
markets. 

The Conservative government, which last 
month stopped its weekly announcement of 
the Central Bank's minimum lending rate 
(MR), acted reluctantly after several weeks 
of mounting pressure on the pound. 

The tightening of monetary policy was sig¬ 
naled when the Bank of England lent £79 
million ($145 million) to money market dis¬ 
count houses at an overnight rate of 13.75 
percent. This was a rise of about 13 percen¬ 
tage points from last week. 

Commercial banks were expected to follow 
the Central Bank's lead by raising interest 
rates to the public Tuesday, financial analysts 
said. Home mortgage rates, affecting millions 
of householders, are also likely to rise. 

Sterling, which bad weak earlier Tuesday 
even against a falling dollar, perked up after 
the news, going from SI .7760 during morn¬ 
ing trading to 1.7947 at the close. 

The government lowered the former 
minimum lending rate from 14 percent to 12 
percent in March to boost British industry. 
Businessmen had long complained that the 
high rates imposed as part of the govern¬ 
ment’ s tight monetary policy were preventing 
recovery from the recession. 

Rates within the economy have been based 
on the 12 percent level since, but money has 
progressively flowed out of Britain to chase 
abnormally high interest rates elsewhere in 
the world, particularly in the United Srates. 


Sterling has fallen more than 25 percent 
against the dollar since November and in the 
last three weeks has dropped from 4.60 West 
German marks to4 2 1 at raiddav Tuesday, its 
lowest against the mark for 13*months.’ 

The pound's weakness has been caused by 
a number of factors, including a lack on mar¬ 
ket confidence in the government's handling 
of the economy with inflation still running at 
more than 10 percent and pressure huildinc 
up from trade unions for higher wade settle¬ 
ments.

groups in cooperation with U.N. bodies. 

At the global level, the U.N. Commission 
on Trade and Development was charged with 
elaborating details for implementation and 
monitoring over tbe 10-year period of the 
program. A mid-term review was set for 
1985. 

The compromise allowing the industrial¬ 
ized countries to decide aid figures for them¬ 
selves was put together by Canada and 
accepted reluctantly by the U.N.'s“Group of 
77“ developing countries, which in fact num¬ 
bers 122. 


OPEC states 
said to reject 
call for talks 

KUWAIT, Sept. 15 (AP) — The news¬ 
paper Al -Sijassa said Tuesday that unnam ed 
OPEC members have turned down a joint 
Libyan-Algerian call for holding an extraor¬ 
dinary meeting of OPEC which was to have 
salvaged the current pricing disarray dividing 
the cartel. 

The call was rejected on the grounds the 
OPEC-member states were told a regular 
meeting in Abu Dhabi next December and an 
extraordinary conference was. therefore, not 
feasible, said the paper. 

Kuwait oil ministry sources confirmed ear¬ 
lier press reports that the Kuwaiti Oil Minis¬ 
ter Sheikh Ali Khalifa Al-Sabah bad tried to 
arrange an emergency meeting of OPEC 
ministers in hopes of salvaging the deteriorat¬ 
ing relations among the members of the car¬ 
tel. 

At issue is Saudi Arabia's insistence on 
keeping its oil prices down to $32 a barrel, 
while others are selling at higherprices reach¬ 
ing in some cases $40 a barrel. 

Saudi Arabia last month offered to raise its 
prices to $34 a barrel only if all other mem¬ 
bers of the cartel agreed to bring their prices 
down ro that level. The offer fell short of 
acceptance when some member refused it, 
while others said thev would go down to $35 a 
barrel. 


Polish steelmen on the warpath 


WARSAW, Sept. 15 (AFP) — Workers in 
Poland’s steel industry are threatening to 
start shutting down their mills if tbe govern¬ 
ment does not grant them their own special 
charter encompassing salary and wage 
demands, tbe Warsaw branch of the inde¬ 
pendent trade union Solidarity has said. 

A communique said that the steel workers' 
first action would be to call a strike alert for 
Sept. 18 at pre-designated steel works, 
including Huta Waizawa at Warsaw, Huta 
Lenina at Cracow and Huta Bieruta at Czes¬ 
tochowa. 

The Warsaw branch of Solidarity said it 
was threatening to launch a national protest 
action to obtain government ratification of its 
“steelworkers charter.’’ 

Tbe strike threat comes at a time when the 
metal working sectors are suffering a severe 
shortage of energy due to accumulated delays 
in mining coal. The government has said that 
the problems were “bringing distortions in 
the economy to an extent that threatens a 
total breakdown.” 

The move by steel workers was just one of 
a flurry of protests and formal calls for strike 
preparations in Poland. 

In the Wroclaw region west ofWarsaw, bus 
service employees threatened to rail a strike 
alert for Oct 1 to protest against the lack of 
spare parts. A strike is also being considered 
in an electric motor factory at Tarnow in 
southern Poland to protest food shortages. 

At Bydgoszcz in northern Poland, Solidar¬ 
ity was maintaining a strike alert that was first 
decreed after a local court declared that there 


were no grounds for persecutions in a March 
19 case of alleged police brutality against 
unionists. The state prosecutors’ finding is 
subject to a review Thursday. 

Meanwhile, rural Solidarity, tbe fanners’ 
union, Monday seemed intent on carry out its 
tax strike just one day before the deadline for 
payment. They are demanding that the right 
to private ownership of farms be recorded in 
the constitution, that land confiscated by the 
state be returned and that a new law be 
drafted on fanners’ retirement pensions.

Mauroy unfolds recovery program 


PARIS, Sept. 15 (AFP) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Mauroy Tuesday unveiled France’s 
economic policies edd on a “Dynamic and 
driving” public sector and promised a full 
commitment to tbe fight against unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Speaking before the national assembly, 
Mauroy said the government would lower the 
retirement age to 60 with fun benefits in most 
cases, shorten the normal work week to 35 
hours by 1985, and create 61,000 jobs in the 
public sector. 


The productivity gains permitted by tech¬ 
nical progress must benefit the entire com¬ 
munity, said Mauroy, who at one point criti¬ 
cized tbe previous Conservative government 
for permitti ng hig h levels of unemployment. 
He said the reduction of the work week 
would more fairly distribute jobs among aO 
the French. 

Mauroy said the top priority would be put¬ 
ting fiance’s 1.8 million job-seekers to work 
through a profound reform of business sector 
mentalities. 
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Dollar’s slide unchecked

JEDDAH, Sept. 15 — Riyal deposit 
rates continued to ease Tuesday in the face 
of dollar weakness on the exchange mar¬ 
kets. The falls also of Eurodollar interest 
rates were worrying local bankers, who 
adjusted riyal rates accordingly. 

The impetus for a weaker dollar came 
when another major U.S. bank announced 
a cut in its prime lending rate. Crocker fol¬ 
lowed Chase Manhattan's lead and cut its 
prime by one half percent, taking the new 
rate to 20 percent The Federal Reserve 
Board seemed to also get into the act and it 
too reduced its prime lending rate — the 
“Fed” rate to 15 if * percent Monday night. 
The fall in the weekly money supply figures 
released last Friday was tbe major reason 
dted for this change in Fed policy which had 
hitherto pushed for higher rates. 

Eurodollar deposit rates eased Tuesday, 
taking one-month deposits to 17 — 17 Vs 
percent and even another 1/16 percent fall 
later on in the day. Long-term dollar rates 
also feQ back from their 18 percent levels, to 
take one-year rate to 17 5 .fe —17 v 4 percent. 
On the exchange, however, the dollar fell 
back sharply. The British pound was sligh Uy 
firmer for a change, due to the action of the 
Bank of England which pushed short-term 
sterling interest rates up by a full one per¬ 
cent. The pound reacted by trading at 
1.8060 levels after it had fallen to 1.7700 
levels at one stage Monday. 

Tuesday saw -the German and French 
currendes retake a lot of ground previously 
lost to the dollar. The French currency was 
quoted at 5.6510 on Paris bourses and the 
German mark was quoted at 23510 levels 
in Frankfurt. For the German, this is a 


hopeful sign as the Bundesbank is watching 
from the sidelines to see how the German 
currency performs without support these 
days. It was the Swiss franc though that 
continued to recover the fastest. By mid- 
aftemoon Tuesday, the trading level for the 
Swiss currency had readied 2.0010 and 
slipped below the 2.000 to 1.997S at one 
stage. High Swiss franc interest rates were 
the major factor here. The Japanese yen. 
recently the weakest of the major curren¬ 
cies against the dollar, gained ground to be 
quoted at 227.10 levels compared to 231.40 
on Monday. 

Locally, the center of a {traction was the 
easing of riyal deposit rales. These fell back, 
but not too sharply, in the short tenors. 
One-month JIB OR bid-offer rates opened 
at 14 % — 15 Vb percent, but by late after¬ 
noon these bad readied 14 ¥g — 14 
percent. Overnight and week-fixed funds 
continued to fall, but rates sometimes see¬ 
sawed on tbe strength of rumors and 
counter rumors about local bank liquidity’ 
needs. Week-fixed rates were quoted at 13 
— 14 percent. The longer tenor riyal rates 
continued to remain stable and one-year 
levels were quoted at 15 Va — 16 ‘/a per¬ 
cent. On the whole, riyal deposit rates were 
now showing a more “nonnaF” positive 
yield curve. On the exchanges, riyal/dollar 
spot rates were quoted at 3.4180-90 in a 
very quiet market.

France to moot EEC reform 


BRUSSELS. Sept. 15 (AFP) — France 
will present new proposals this month tor 
European Economic Community reforms, 
French Secretary of State for European 
Affairs Andre Chandemagor has said here. 

He told a meeting of EEC foreign ministers 
here Monday that the proposals would reflect 
the preoccupations of France's new Socialist 
government, putting more stress on the fight ‘ 
against unemployment and a slumping 
economy. 

He said the French also believed that EEC 
reform should include wider scope for a- 
common line on social issues. Chandemagor 
said that Paris: 

— Wanted to see a reorganization of EEC 
agricultural policies'that would support emp¬ 
loyment in the rural areas and ensure a fairer 
distribution of farming revenue. 

—Opposed current policies for a price bias 
allegedly favoring the biggest producers, par¬ 
ticularly in the grain and dairy sectors. 

— Wanted sliding price supports that 
would not penalize the medium and smaller 
producers. 

— Wanted stricter adherence to Common 
Market policy to avoid preferential treatment 

Bonn gives Turkey 
590 million marks 

BONN, Sept. 15 (AP) — The West Ger¬ 
man government signed an agreement Tues¬ 
day providing for590 million marks worth of 
economic and military assistance to the Turk¬ 
ish government. 

Under the agreement, the Bonn govern¬ 
ment will provide 130 million marks to: 
Turkish forces in carrying out their NA' 
obligations. 

An additional 460 million marks has been 
earmarked for an economic revitalization 
program to aid tbe financially weakened 
nation. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
and Turkish Ambassador Vahit Halefoglu 
signed the agreement following negotiations 
between representatives of both government 
A foreign office statement quoted Genscher 
as saying the agreement would assist Turkey 
on its ‘return to democracy.’

1NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP) — The 1982 
.Volvo Grand Prix, consisting of 91 tourna¬ 
ments in 31 countries with S17 million in 
prize and bonus money, was unveiled 
recently by the Men's International Profes¬ 
sional Tennis Council. 

' The council demanding the players com¬ 
mit themselves for a inmimnm of 10 Grand 
Prix Tournaments, said the players could also 
compete on the rival $seven million World 
Championship Te nnis CincuiL 
•'■“The Grand Prix is so rich, so good, so 
easy, I can't understand why they (the play¬ 
ers) wouldn’t sign." said Philippe Chaitier, 
President of the Internationa] Tennis Federa¬ 
tion and Chairman of the Pro Council. "We 
are hopeful that all of the players win play the 
Grand Prix Circuit." 

* The players must sign a commitment by 
Sept. 15 in order to be seeded in next year's 
tournaments by their computer ranking. 
They also must sign up for five Grand Prix 
tournaments by that date, and have until 
March 1 to sign up for the remaining five 
fohrnaments. 

"■The WCT announced last week that 80 
payers, including 57 of the top 64 in the 
world, will play WCT events next year. Five 
of those, including John McEnroe and Swe¬ 
den’s Bjorn Borg, the world’s top two play¬ 
ers,, will participate as wild-card players dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Included in the Grand Prix circuit are the 
four Grand Slam Championship — Wimble¬ 
don and the French. U.S. and Australian 


Opens — and every other major National 
Championship. 

Under the new rules, if a player does not 
make a commitment to play in a minimum of 
10 tournaments, the player would have to 
qualify for a Grand Prix tournament. Asked 
if McEnroe, who has won the U.S. Open the 
past three years and Wimbledon this year, 
and Borg, the winner of five consecutive 
Wimbledon and six straight French Open 
crowns, would have to qualify if they didn’t 
sign up by Sept. 15, Marshall Happer. pro 
council administrator, said, "Yes.” 

Butch Buchholz,*executive director of the 
Association of Tennis Professionals, was 
asked if players would play both circuits. 
"For an additional Sseven million, the play¬ 
ers will hitch up their shorts and play more" 
Buchholz said. 

Philippe said he felt a second tennis circuit 
"was unnecessary,’' but the council realizes 
that it’s there. “ It's an Open market,” he said. 
"The prize money has escalated because of 
the competition.” 

The Grand Slam tournaments will have 
S40Q,000 purses, as will the 1983 Volvo Mas¬ 
ters, an eight-player tournament held in New 
York’s Madison Square Garden in January. 
The other super series tournaments will have 
a minim no of 5200,000. 

When the WCT pulled out of the Volvo 
Grand Prix earlier this year, 32 cities applied 
for the eight vacated spots on the Grand Prix 
calendar, the council said. Five of the eight 
tournaments that were part of the combined 


WCT-Grant Prix tour last year applied to 
stay in the Grand Prix. 

Besides the four t o u rn a m ents that are con¬ 
sidered the Grand Slam, other countries 
whose National Championships will be part 
of the 1982 Grand Prix are Argentina. 
Austria. Belgium. Bulgaria. Canada, Chile. 
Colombia. Ecuador. Egypt, West Germany. 
Italy, Japan, Monaco. Netherlands. Philip¬ 
pines, South Africa. Spain. Sweden. Switzer¬ 
land. Taiwan and Venezuela. 

Meanwhile. Japan bowed out of the First 
Division the Davis Cup losing4-1 to France 
at the Roland Garros Stadium, Paris at the 
end of the three days of competition.

For the likely destination of the Champ- 
ions’ Cup in May, Munich,.Turin or Liver¬ 
pool, where the raagnificant silver trophy is 
under safe-keeping at present, may hinge on 
the exploits of three of the workf s outstand¬ 
ing footballers. 

Bayern Oles Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, 
Juventus’s Roberto Bettega and Liverpool's 
Kenny Dalglish are marked men every time 
they step foot on a pitch. All three are extra¬ 
ordinary gifted, possessing that rare assas¬ 
sin's instinct in front of goal where only the 
most courageous survive in the modem 
game. 

Dalglish, the most capped Scot of all time 
with 79 international appearances, is the 
shining talent in the Liverpool side which is 
seeking its fourth European Cup success. 
Strongly Dalglish lost the goal touch last sea¬ 
son and has not scored in the English First 
Dvision since November 22, 1980. 

But Dalglish played a vital role in Liver- 
poors 1 -0 victory over Real Madrid of Spain 
in last seaspns final and he could end that goal 
drought with a vengeance in Finalnd against 
Oulu PaDoseura. 

Rummenigge, European footballer of the 
year, was in the Bayern side that celebrated 
the last of their three Champions? Cup suc¬ 
cesses in 1976. He suffered no such problems 
as Dalglish last year and finished top scorer in 
the B undesliga for the second successive sea- ■ 
son with 29 goals. 


B ut Rummenigge will miss the influence of 
midfield general Paul Breitner against Oes- 
ters Vaexjo in Sweden. Breitner, who pro¬ 
vides much of Rummenigge’s ammunition, 
injured a thigh muscle in a league match last 
week and will miss the trip to Scandinavia. 
Internationa] striker Dieter Hoe ness and 
Icelandic midfielder Asgier Sigurvinsson, 
who missed the Brunswick match through 
injury, will be fit to face Oesters. 

The elegant Bettega has the hardest task 
Wednesday, for he may find goals hard to 
come in Scotland against Glasgow Celtic, the 
1967 winners. Bettega, thriving on service 
provided .by Irish midfield maestro Liam 
Brady, scored an inspired hat-trick as inven¬ 
tus started the Italian season in cracking form 
on Sunday, thrashing Cesena 6-1. The Celtic 
defence is unlikely to offer Bettega the same 
space to flaunt his magic, however. 

The only other former winners in the line¬ 
up this season are Portuguese champions 
Benfica, who triumphed back in 1961 and 
1962. The days of Dermano, Simoes and 
Eusebio are but a fond memory now, but 
Benfica boast too many outstanding indi¬ 
viduals for Cypriot guests Omonia Nicosia.. 

If Benfica can avoid the big three until the 
later rounds, Humberto, Alves, Nene and 
Chalana could become as famous as their 
illustrious predecessors. 

Dynamo Tbilisi of the Soviet Union, who 
begin their defense of the Cup-Winners’ Cup. 
against Graz of Austria, face some stiff' 
opposition this year. They start with a home 
tie against Trakia Plovdiv of Bulgaria and 
should mount a serious challenge to Dynamo.

Vm much more scientific , Leonard boasts 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada, SepL 15 (R) — 
Americans Sugar Ray Leonard and Thomas 
Hearns spent Tuesday resting before their 
world welterweight showdown Wednesday 
night — a bout that is expected to be the 
biggest money-maker in boxing history. 

Odds makers have both men at 6-5 on, 
meaning that a wager of $120 on the winner 
would realize $100 profit Leonard opened as 
the 2-1 on favorite a month ago. but those 
odds dropped to 7-5 and then to 6-5 last 
Wednesday. 

Former rock promoter Shelley FinkeL, who 
is promoting the long-awaited fight along 
with Dan Duva, a New Jersey lawyer, and 
Dan Doyle, a former college basketball 
coach, estimated that total gross receipts 
would range between $35 and 4Q million. 

If so, that would far exceed the all-time 
record of $25 million grossed during 
Leonard’s first fight with Roberto Duran in 
Montreal 15 months ago when he lost his title 
on a 15-round decision. 

A capacity crowd of 25,000 will view the 
fight live at a temporary stadium erected on 
the outdoor te nnis courts at Caesars Palace 
Hotel Casino, with ticket prices ranging from 
$500 to 50. Millions more will watch the bout 
on closed-circuit and pay television in the 


United States and Canada and on home tele¬ 
vision in 50 other countries. 

The 25-year-old Leonard, who holds the 
World Boxing Council title, has been guaran¬ 
teed $9 million but could earn as much as $13 
million depending on the net profits. The 
22-year-old Hearns, the World Boxing 
Association title-holder, is guaranteed a flat 
S5 million. 

The bout*s a promoter’s dream in that it 
matches a superb boxer, Leonard, against a 
fighter, Hearns, one of the hardest punchers 
— perhaps the hardest in the history of the 
division. Though he is normally a counter¬ 
puncher. Leonard says he will carry the fight 
to Hearns, who measures 78 inches (1.98 
meters) from finger tip to finger tip, a 
five-inch (13-centimeter) advantage over 
Leonard — and even longer than that of 
former heavyweight champions Jack 
Dempsey and Joe Louis. 

Leonard will seek to attack inside. “Lateral 
movement is going to be my key in the fight", 
says the man who won the won title by stop¬ 
ping Wilfred Benitiz in November 1979 and 
regained it when Duran quit in the eighth 
round of their return match in New Orleans 
last November. 

“Thomas Hearns is a mechanical fighter 


and he's not going to be able to adopt to my 
tactics. I'm a much more scientific fighter." 
adds Leonard. “The name of the game is to 
dominate the fight and I'll do that from the 
start." Not surprisingly, predictions from the 
Hearns camp are somewhat different. 

Emanuel Steward. Hearns’ manager- 
trainer. says: “There's no way that Leonard 
can outbox Hearns. 1 don'tthink Leonard has 
the desire anymore, and he's taken a lot of 
punishment in the last year from Duran Ayub 
Kalule. 1 think he's going to get his face 
banged upbadly and will retire after this fight. 

Hearns, whose soft-spoken manner is in 
sharp contrast to Leonard"s extroverted per¬ 
sonality'. has exuded confidence and poise 
during his workouts here. “He Mhc one who 
is nervous, not me." he said Monday." And 1 
can understand why." 

Leonard has won 30 of his 31 fights losing 
only to Duran. While knocking out 21 of his 
opponents. Hearns has a 32-0 professional 
record that includes 30 knockouts, 24 of 
them inside five rounds. 

Meanwhile, a prize of far greater prestige 
and riches will be at stake when Alan Min ter 
challenges Tony Sibson for the European 
Middleweight Boxing Championship at 
Wembley Wednesday.

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Pakistan 
accepts 
U.S. aid 

Accord signifies 
new relationship 

ISLAMABAD. Sept. 15 (R) — Pakistan 
Tuesday announced its formal acceptance of 
a S3.2 billion American military and 
economic package. A Foreign Ministry 
statement said the agreement signified the 
start of a new relationship between the 
United States and Pakistan. 

‘■We have been recently reassured by the 
fact that the U.S. administration fully under¬ 
stands our essential concerns and that there is 
a genuine desire to build a new relationship 
between our two countries cm the basis of 
trust, mutual respect and sovereign equal¬ 
ity," the statement said. 

The announcement ended weeks of specu¬ 
lation about a possible hitch in the package 
owing to Pakistan's unhappiness about the 
length of time before F-l 6 jets could be deli¬ 
vered. Last June Pakistan agreed in principle 
to the package but there was a delay in its 
formal acceptance while details of military 
supplies were worked out. 

The statement said U.S. Undersecretary of 
State James Buckley solved the problems 
during a visit to Islamabad last week. * As a 
result of our detailed exchange of views with 
him on this occasion we were able to convey 
our formal acceptance of the U.S. package as 
modified and revised in the consultative pro¬ 
cess which has now been completed." the 
statement said. 

It added that “Buckley handed to presi¬ 
dent Muhammad Zia ul-Haq a personal let¬ 
ter from President Ronald Reagan giving 
assurances about the package. Diplomatic 
sources said Pakistan wants tanks, missies 
and communications equipment as well as 
F-16 jets. 

India has sharply criticized the U.S. plans 
to help Pakistan stating that the package 
could lead to an arms race on-the subconti¬ 
nent and increase tensions between the two 
neighbors. 

Pakistan is worried that security could be 
threatened by the fighting in neighboring 
Afghanistan where 85.000 Soviet troops are 
helping the Marxist government combat 
freedom fighters. 

The statement said Pakistan was ready ro 
start talks with India “for the purpose of 
exchanging mutual guarantees of non¬ 
aggression and non-use of force.” It said 
Pakistan particularly wanted to reaffirm its 
desire for good relations with India. 

Pakistan was not competing with India in 
an arms race and the purchases were solely to 
replace obsolete equipment and guard Pakis¬ 
tan’s security, the statement said. “All we 
propose to do is to acquire a minimum 
defense capability ro ensure the security of 
Pakistan .in the context of the regional 
situaiton which is far from reassuring," it 
added. 

Polish rebels 
remain in jail 

WARSAW, Sept. 15 (AFP) — The Sup¬ 
reme Court has overruled an earlier decision 
by a Warsaw Court Monday to free three top 
leaders of the dissident independent Polish 
Confederation (KPN) on trial for anti-state 
activities. PAP news agency reported. 

The prosecutor requested the Supreme 
Court to rule on the matter shortly after the 
lower court decision, which observers viewed 
as a spectacular bid at conciliation with the 
independent Solidarity trade union. The 
three, Leszek Moczulski, Tadeuszstanski and 
Romuald Szeremietien, remain locked up. 
PAP said. 

It was the second time the Supreme Court 
overturned the lower court's ruling for condi¬ 
tional release of the KPN dissidents. The first 
time occurred after four KPN leaders were 
arrested last autumn and charged with anti- 
state activities, a charge liable to five years of 
life imprisonment.

Backdrop for Haig-Gromyko meeting 

36th U.N. Assembly session begins 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 15 (APJ — 
The 36th session of the U.N. General 
Assembly, which convened Tuesday, will 
provide the backdrop for the first high-level 
contacts between the administration of U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan and the Kremlin. 

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, who is 
seeking re-election to an unprecedented 
third ierm during the session, said in his 
annual report Monday that he hoped the 
impending meeting between Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko “will constitute a 
new beginning in the efforts to restore 
dialogue and resume constructive negotia¬ 
tions" on strategic arms limitations. 

Haig and Gromyko will be in New York 
when the General Assemly opens debate 
next week and are scheduled to meet on Sept. 
23 and 28. President Reagan is expected to 
attend the General Assembly early next 
month, and there has been speculation here 
of a follow-up meeting between the Ameri¬ 
can president and Gromyko. 

As be winds up 10 years In the top U.N. 
post, Waldheim described renewed East- 
West tensions and a “sharply intensified 
upward spiral in the arms buildup." Wal¬ 
dheim lent support to the idea of holding an 


East-West summit meeting “to deal directly 
with the threats posed by the arms race.” * 

The new General Assembly session also 
will provide an opportunity for a Sept. 24 
meeting between Haig and The foreign minis¬ 
ters of Britain. France. West Germany and 
Canada. They are seeking ways of overcom¬ 
ing South Africa's reluctance to implement a 
1978 plan devised by the Western five to 
bring about independence of the territory of 
Southwest Africa, also known as Namibia. 

A renewed Namibia debate is on the 
agenda for the 36th session, which also will 
renew General Assembly consideration of a 
scries of other unresolved international dis¬ 
putes including the 33-year-old Arab-Israeli 
conflict and those resulting from the 1979 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and the 197S 
Vietnamese invasion of Cambodia. 

Waldheim will be meeting separately 
behind the scenes with Foreign Ministers 
Agha Shahi of Pakistan and Muhammad 
Dost of Afghanistan as pan of a U.N. effort 
to restore peace to the region and bring about 
the withdrawal of 85,000 Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. The Soviet-backed regime in 
Kabul has said the troops would not leave 
until the West. Pakistan and Iran stop giving 
aid to Afghan guerrillas. 

The 62-year-old Waldheim, a former 


Austrian foreign minister, h facing a Third 
World challenge for the secretary- 
generalship from Tanzanian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Sali.r. A. Salim, who has the formal 
endorsement of the 51-nation Organization 
of African Unity. 

Among the new Assembly's first items of 
business is election of a new president for the 
coming year and the admission of Vanuatu, 
the former Frcnch-Brtfivh Pacific 
archipelago of the New Hebrides, as the 
world body’s 155th member. 

The presidential race, the first contested 
election in 19 years, pits Ambassador 
Khwaja Muhammad Kaiser of Bangladesh 
against veteran Iraqi diplomat Ismat Kittuni, 
Syrian Foriegn Minister Abdul Halim Khad- 
dam and Ambassador Tommy Koh of Singa¬ 
pore. It is Asia’s turn this year under a system 
of rotating the presidency among regional 
groups. 

The outgoing president. Baron Ruediger 
Von Wechmar of West Germany, finally 
adjourned the stop-and-go 35th session 
Monday afternoon after getting agreement to 
leave two unfinished items of business to the 
new assembly—proposals for a North-South 
conference of the world’s rich and poor 
nations and for enlargement of the Security 
Council. 


Rallis cabinet resigns; poll onOct.18 


ATHENS, Sept. 15. (Agencies) — Greek 
Premier George Rallis Tuesday submitted 
the resignation of his government to Presi¬ 
dent Constantine Karamanlis in order to pre¬ 
pare for general elections on Ocl 18. Befor 
the meeting between Rallis and Karamanlis,’. 
the premier chaired the government’s final 
cabinet meeting and accepted individual res¬ 
ignations from all ministersand deputy minis¬ 
ters. 

Karamanlis gave a mandate to Rallis to 
form an interim government to guide the 
country through elections since his party 
holds the parliamentary majority. 

The interim government will reportedly 
consist of the same ministers, with the excep¬ 
tion of the ministers of justice, interior and 
public order. The latter posts are ro be taken 
over by non-political appointees in accor¬ 
dance with a precedent set ducring the previ¬ 
ous two general elections in this country, in 
order to ensure impartiality in ministries 
actively involved in electoral procedures. 

Press reports indicated Justice Minister 
George Stamatis will be replaced by Spyros 
Gangas, former president of the Supreme

Court, Interior Minister Christopher Stratos 
by Professor George Mitsopoulos, former 
dean of Athens University and deputy for

The replacement for minister of public 
order, Dimitri os Davakis has not yet been 
made known. According to the timetable 
agreed by the president and the premier last 
Sunday, the new government win be sworn in 
Thursday and parliament will be dissolved 
next Saturday. 

In the current parliament, elected in 
November 1977. 175 of the 300 seats are 
held by the ruling New Democracy Party, and 
93 by Andreas Papandreou's Pan-Hellenic 
Socialist Movement (PASOK). Recent polls 
indicated the Socialists were likely to obtain a 
majority, though observers said things could 
change and they expected a tough campaign. 

Papandreou started the ball roiling for 
PASOK on Sept 6 at Patrai in the Pelopon- 
nese, with the slogan “Beat the Right". Rallis 
will officially commence electioneering Sun¬ 
day at Salonika. , 

He has already toured Greece reviewing 
his policies and spelling out the advantages 
Greece's entiy into the Common Market in 
January was bringing to the Greek people, 
especially fanners. 


Maze men plan to resist family intervention 
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BtC ALFADL (SAUDIA) LTD. 
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BELFAST, Sept. 15 (,AP) — Hunger- 
striking nationalist guerrillas in Northern Ire¬ 
land's Maze Prison are considering legal 
moves to stop their families intervening to 
prevent them dying by making fellow prison¬ 
ers their next of kin, reliable sources reported 
Tuesday. 

The move came amid signs that support for 
the six-month-old hunger strike.may be wan¬ 
ing among the 600 nationalists in the prison 
near Belfast because the British government 
refuses to give the jailed activists special 
privileges amounting to prisoner-of-war 
status. 

The hunger strikers are all convicted mem¬ 
bers of the almost exclusively Roman 
Catholic Irish Republican Army's "Provi¬ 
sional” wing and die splinter Irish National 
Liberation Army (INLA). They are fighting 
to end British rule in the Protestant- 
dominated province to reunite it with the 
overwhelmingly Catholic Irish Republic. 

Ten men have starved themselves to death 
so far, but there is no possibility that hard line 
prisoners plan to call off the fast. Liam 
McQoskey, thelongest surviving of the seven 


men currently tasting, has not eaten for 44 
days. His condition is not expected to become 
critical for another two weeks. 

The prisoners' ploy comes after the 
families of four hunger strikers authorized 
medical attention for them when the men's 
weakened condition became critical. Their 
action was a major setback for the fast and 
eased pressure on the British government. 
The protesters shun all medical treatment, 

NATO denied observer 

BONN, Sept. 15 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has refused to send a military 
observer to the West German autumn 
military maneuvers currently being held 
south of the country, diplomatic sources 
said here Tuesday. They said that this was 
the first time since 1978 that the Soviets 
had refused to send an observer under the 
terms of the Helsinki agreement. 

In the past, the sources said, it had 
always been the military attache to the 
Soviet Embssy in Bonn, Gen Alexander 
Knyrkov, who had taken pan in the man- 
euvers as the Soviet observer._
